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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


the aldermen in SPECIAL SESSION 
WI TIIORAW HOITSR HILL 159— THE CITY 
SOLICITOR RENDERS HI9 DECISION. 

The city council mot last Monday even- 
ing at City nail, West Newton. 

The aldermen met in special session 
and Mayor Fenuo presided, the only 
absent mornber being Alderman Thomp- 
son. 

The mayor submitted the following 
communication from City Solicitor Slo- 
cum, to the clerk of the board, Col. 
Kingsbury: 

I received your communication of Feb. 

12, saying that the mayor and aldermen 
requested my opinion upon certain ques- 
tions stated. 

The first of those questions is as fol 
lows: 

“Is it lawful for any city officer elected 
by the people or by the city counoil or 
au appointee of the mayor and aider- 
men to furnish labor materials, supplies 
or work to the city, the same being fur- 
nished in the ordinary courso of business 
but not bv contract. (Reference is sug- 

S ested to Chap. 205, Sect, 12 of the Pub. 
tatutes.) 

The provision of the Statute referred 
to is as follows: 

“If a member of either branch of the 
city council or of any municipal board of 
a city is personally interested either 
directly or indirectly in a contract in 
whioh the city is a party interested, and 
which is made by the city council or by 
either branch thoreof, or by such boards, 
or by authority derived therefrom re- 
spectively, etc. * * * he shill be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $1000, or by such fine and 
imprisonment not exceeding one year.” 
This statute is a revision of an act 

F ussed by the legislature of 18T5. The 
anguage of that act is somewhat differ- 
ent, but under the rules of construction 
of statutes the two acts should be con- 
strued as intended to have the same 
meaning. In order that the intention of 
the legislature may more clearly appear, 

I quote the Act of 1875, “Sect. 1. No 
person shall be interested in a private 
capacity either directly or indirectly in 
any contract or agreement wherein a city 
is a party interested, if he be a member 
of the city council or of either branch, 
and if said contract or agreement be 
made by the city council or either branch 
thereof or by authority derived there- 
from. 

Nor if he bo a member of any munici- 
pal board in said city, and said contract 
or agreement be made by said board or 
authority therefrom.” 

By this act the penalty applies to a 
member of the oity counoil if the con- 
tract or agreement is made by the city 
counoii or either branch. It also applies 
to a member of any municipal board if 
the contract or agreement is derived 
therefrom. 

But in ray opinion it does not apply 
where the contract or agreement is made 
by the city council or either branch 
thereof, or by authority derived there- 
from, and the person making it is not a 
member of the city council, but of some 
other municipal board. Nor would it 
apply to a member of such other board 
if the contract or agreement was made 
by the city council or by authority de- 
rived therefrom. 

In reference to Mr. Eugene Fanning, I 
understand that the printing for the city 
was not under a contract made by the 
board of overseers of the poor, of which 
he is a member, or by authority derived 
rherefrom, aDd in my opinion the statute 
does uot apply in bis case. 

The statute would not apply in the 
case of Alderman Tbompsou, as the pro- 
fessional services and vaccination were 
under the direction of the board of 
heaitb,and not by order of the oity coun- 
cil. 

But in the case of Councilman Savage 
it was staged that the statute clearly 
applied to the case of a call member of 
the fire department., who is a member of 
the city council, tbe statute setting forth 
that “no member of tue city council 
shall be elegible during his term to any 
salaried office, election or appointment to 
which is made by the city council.” 

Tbe mayor also read this communica- 
tion, on which tbe call for this special 
meeting was issued: 

To tbe Honorable, the Mayor of the 
City of Newton; 

Respectfully represent your petitioners 
that the best interests of the city calls 
for actiou by the board of aldermen of 
the city, before the next bearing on 
House Bill No. 159, set for Wednesday, 
Feb. 28. 

Therefore your petitioners pray that 
your honor call a meeting of said bond 
for Monday eveniug, Feb. 20, for tbe 
consideration of the matter. 

Signed by Austin R. Mitchell. Geo. S. 
Rice, Frank Edtnands, H. W. Mason, G. 
A. Ward, John Ward.E. M. Fowle, W. F. 
Harbach, A. L. Rmd, G. K. Ward. J. S. 
Potter, E. F. Barnes, C. S. Davis aud E. 
H. Mason. 

Alderman Roffe said be bad several 
petitions to tbe same effect, which be 
wished to present as follows: 

To the Honorable, tbe Miynr and City 
Council of the City of Newton: 

Respectfully represent your petitioners 
that tbe House Bill No. 159 as amended 
contains provisions highly objectionable 
and detrimental to the best interests of 
tbe city and its real estate owners, in 
that it would place a cloud upon the title 
to real estate, hampering the free sale 
aud transfer thereof; that the proposed 
control of privtte property is an arbi- 
trary, injudicious and undemocratic in- 
terference with private rights. 

Wherefore your petitioners jfray that 
eaid bill be withdrawn from the consid- 
eration of the legislature and that such 
steps be taken for the formulation of au 
advisory ooard or a board of public 
works. 

Tuere were five of these petitions pie 
aeutfed headed respectively by \v. ly L. 
Rand and 11. W. Mason, Frederick John- 
son and N. W. Rice, Elliot J. Hyde and 
W. R. Dresser, Harry B. Knowles aud 
Hon. Alden S pea re, James W. French 
and L. L iring Brooks. 

The alderrn in said that in view of the 
foregoing petitions he hud prep ired an 
order which lie hoped would meet witii 
the approval of the board, lie thought 
die bill had not been fairly considered 
not from any attempt on the part of any- 
one to railroad it through, hut simply 
that i' happened to pass the board with- 
out tbe consider ition whioh was its due. 
He theu submitted tbe order: 

Ordered ; that His Honor, tbe Mayor, 
oe aud io hereby requ- sted to auk leave 
to withdraw a petition of the City of 
Newton to i lie General Court of Massa- 
chusetts, for the passage ol au act au- 
thorizing the mayor aud aidenudii to 
ippoiut a street park and draiuage cum- 
cuisdoo for tbe City of Newton, as em- 
bodied in house bill No. 159. 

On request of Aidenuau Plummet tbe 
•jrigiual order authorizing the mayor to 
petitiou the legislature for authority to 
establish a street, park aud draiuage corn- 
emission, was read. 


Alderman Roffe said the changes mado 
in the bill at the last meeting modified it 
somewhat, but not enough so to satisfy its 
opponents, who belioved the arbitrary 
control of laud by the commission an in- 
vasion of private rights. As the bill 
now stands a man cannot build a bouse 
upon his land, which may be laid out as 
a streot by the commission without 
agreeing to romove the houso at his own 
expense when they think it desirable to 
open up the street. He did not wish to 
be considered antagonistic to a systemat- 
ic supervision of the streets of the city, 
but believed the present measure to be 
too arbitrary. 

Alderman Bothfeld said he did not 
rise to opposo the order, but he bolievod 
if the citizeus had mot the representa- 
tives of the city council in conference, as 
opportunity was afforded, an amicable 
solution of the difficulty would have 
been probnble. At tbo first hearing the 
citizens interested in opposing the bill 
agreed to meet the representatives and 
oonfer, and a postponement was secured 
for this purpose. Thej^did not meet the 
committee. At the second hearing be- 
fore the legislative committee another 
postponement was seoured for the same 
purpose and the oitizens failed to meet 
the representatives of the city. He did 
not want to appear as complaining, but 
did not think the city council had been 
fairly met with by tbe citizens, and was 
very much surprised to bear of this oppo- 
sition, and of (he evident determination on 
their part to fight tbe measure as a whole. 
The bill was of great value to the future 
interests of the oity, and if the city 
solicitor and representatives had been 
met in conference by tbe citizens as they 
agreed, he believed a bill satisfactory to 
all could have been secured. 

Aldermau Plummer asked if an ad- 
visory board serving without pay 
would meet objections. 

Alderman Ruffe believed not. The 
oitizens desire just such a commission or 
board of survey, but they are opposed to 
any arbitrary powers. 

Alderman Plummer thought the oiti- 
zens should have been willing to meet 
the committee aud see what could be 
done before taking such an arbitrary 
course. 

Alderman Roffe said he did not appear 
to defend any action of theirs, but sim- 
ply to present their positions. 

Alderman Hamilton asked if it was 
too late to consult with the citizeus, 
whioh seemed to him better than to 
withdraw the bill. 

Tbe mayor said another postponement 
would have to be asked for. 

Alderman Roffe thought under the 
oircumstances tbe matter should be 
brought back before the aldermen. 

Alderman Bothfeld did not feel that 
the petitions presented should be giveu 
too much weight, as it was a very easy 
matter to secure signatures. Two local 
improvement societies bad taken up tbe 
bill, studied it thoroughly and discussed 
it, and bad decided to support it. They 
represented full as mauy citizens as 
appeared by the petitions. He believed 
some provision of this kind should be 
made, but as the ground was fairly well 
covered by the present city ordinances, 
with the exception of a few important 
points incorporated iu the bill, he 
thought it best to withdraw the measure. 

The vote was then taken and Alder- 
man Roffe’s order was passed. 

John W. Brigham petitioned for two 
street lights on Elmhurst road. Referred. 

The report of the highway committee 
recommending that Edinboro street he 
laid out, graded and accepted, was re- 
ceived and an order passed appointing a 
hearing on the laying out of the same for 
March 19, at 7.30 o’clock, before the 
aldermen and March 26 at 7.45 o’clock, 
before tho common couucil. 

Alderman Roffe presented the applica- 
tion of Geo. E. Barrows of Newton Cen- 
tre for permit to erect a one-story 
wooden building, size 18x45 feet, for 
store purposes on Centre street. The 
petitiou was referred to the board by tbe 
inspector of buildings, the aldermen 
aloue haviug jurisdiction in the matter. 
He moved that it be granted. 

Aldeimau Bothfeld asked in what re- 
spect it transcends the ordinance, aud 
after an explanation asked the inspector 
what reasons there were for grautiug the 
permit. 

Inspector Elder s aid he saw no reason 
for granting it. 

Alderman Bothfeld believed the board 
should be consistent. They had refused 
a similar permit at Newtou. 

Alderman Roffe said no precedent had 
been established as one permit of this 
uature had been granted at West New- 
tou. It was a very important matter to 
the petitioner aud he believed tbe excep- 
tion iu this case might rightfully be 
granted. 

Alderman Plummer did not believe in 
au elastic ordinance. The board should 
live up to them fair and squire. They 
had been severely criticised because of 
the discrimination already made iu Ward 
Three. While he had the floor he called 
attention to three houses in process of 
erectiou on the line of the proposed 
boulevard in Auburudale, for which no 
permit bad heeu asked or granted. He 
believed such cases should be ferreted 
out and dealt with in u summary and 
exemplary manner. 

Alderman Roffe said be should not 
like to endorse t lie ordinance relative to 
woodeu buildings for business purposes, 
as imuclad. The mayor asked if he be- 
lieved it desirable to ouild more wooden 
buildings iu the thickly populated 
centers? 

No, sir. Continuing he said uo pre- 
cedent had yet be.-n established aud a 
mi-taken idea iu this leaped should uot 
weuh iu deciding the matter. 

Aldermau Hunt said tho West Newtou 
permit was very different from (hat at 
Newton. Thu building was isolated 
A vote was then taken and the permit 
refused. 

The board then adjourned. 


through a long slruggl last year in de- 
ciding tho relative merits of the boxes 
and it was settled that these wore the 
best and most advantageous for tho 
city. 

Councilman Bullard did not protend 
to he conversant with tho relative merits 
of the boxes, but lie believed that such 
matters should ho left to the discretion 
of the liend of the department. This, in 
his opinion, was applicable to every de- 
partment and when t ho oity could not 
repose such confidence it was time to in- 
vestigate tho department. 

Councilman Weed believed the pur- 
chase of supplies should properly ho 
done by tho committee and not by an 
inspeotoi. 

Councilman Tolman thought it desir- 
able that tho Game woll box should have 
tbe preference if the price was the same. 

Clerk Brimblecom was asked for the 
ordinance relative to tho duties of the 
inspector of wires and it was read. 

Couucilman Weed then made an 
amepdment which was seconded, that 
“fire committee” be substituted for ‘‘in- 
spector of wires.” 

The discussion had been a little 
erratio all through, following up the 
custom so often adopted by the counoil 
of talking nil round tbe question at issue 
and for a few minutes there was quite a 
muddle iu the parliamentary atmospliero 
but it finally straightened out. After 
some hesitation this amendment was put 
to voto. The vote was doubted, and a 
second count passed the amendment, 8 
to 5. Counoilmwu Green. Savage, Bullard, 
Hatfield and Tolman voting nay. 

Tbe vote then came on the passage of 
the order whioh the chair declared as 
passed. 

The oounoil then adjourned.

The regular meeting of the school 
board wbb held Wednesday evening at 
Newtonvllle. 

The mayor prenided ae iihuuI and all 
were preBont except Messm. Drew and 
Krapp. 

The first bnBlneHB of the meeting was 
to listen to the report of the superinten- 
dent. He mentioned particularly the 
value of objoot study in the primary 
grades and also the value of charts as a 
means of instruction. He recommended 
the adoption of certain text books. 

Mrs. DaviB presented the order re- 
ferring to the text book committee, these 
recommendations which were passed: 

Mr. Boyden’s order for the purchase of 
Freytag’s Aus dom Staat Friedriohsa des 
Grossen and Der Fluoh de Sohonheit, 
for use in the High school. 

Mr. Bond reported for the flnanoe com- 
mittee and an order appropriating $14,- 
090.16 for February expenses was passed. 

Mr. Boyden said the committee on text 
books had considered the recommenda- 
tions contained in the superintendent’s 
report, and Prince’s Arithmetic by 
Graves was therefore adopted for the 
use in the sohool. 

Helen C. Folsom, teacher of French at 
the High school, was granted leave of 
absence with balance of salary for the 
remainder of the year, on motion of Mr. 
Hollis 

Mr. Hollis submitted the petition call- 
ing attention to the poor sanitary condi- 
tions at the Davis school, and also read 
the resolution prepared and presented to 
the city council by the board of health, 
asking for new sanitary arrangements. 

The mayor said the matter has been 
referred to the public property commit- 
tee. He further stated that he had urged 
the importance of connecting all sohool- 
houscs with the sewer as soon as practi- 
cable. 

Mr. Smith asked if there were auy 
other schoolhouse with the old time 
vaults, and Superintendent Aldrich re- 
plied that the Hamilton and Franklin 
were the same as the Davis, and the 
Eliot and Jackson were a little im- 
proved. 

Mr. Bond presented aD order that the 
city council be requested to erect at West 
Newron a new schoolhouse of twelve 
rooms. 

Two requests had been made, he said, 
to have the Pierce building enlarged, 
but it was found to be impracticable to 
do so with any degree of satisfaction. 
The present schoolhouse was greatly 
taxed for room. 

Mr. Boyden moved a reference of the 
order to the committee on schoolliouses. 

Mr. Bond believed the members of the 
committee to be conversant with the 
need of a new house and ho wished to 
avoid delay. 

Mr. Ober as a member of the commit 
tee refen ed to, believed to enlirge the 
present house would be throwiug away 
mouey. 

Mr. Boyden did uot wish to delay the 
matter but believed in having the matter 
proceed propel ly from the board. 

The superintendent, replying to Mr. 
Ward, said the school was greatly over- 
crowded and a new twelve room school- 
house would be uone too large. Our 
sister cities in the last few years had 
been spending thousands of dollars for 
new sohool buildings, while Nowton for 
twenty-ftve years has spent almost noth- 
ing. The city was suffering every day 
in this department for lack of room. 

Messrs. Mason and Smith believed the 
matter should go through the regular 
channel. 

Mrs. Davis said the matter had been in 
mind for three years, but the new kinder- 
garten established nearly that length of 
time ago had obviated the immediate 
necessity then. The schools were so 
crowded ns to neceBBitnte constant 
transfers from one school to auother as 
new pupils come in, and it would soon 
be impossible to accommodate them. 

Mr. Hollis said ho was awnre of the 
urgent necessity for a new buildiug, but 
he did not believe in hurrying through a 
matter of such importance. The house 
asked for would be the largest in the city 
and before taking action every member 
of the board should be familiar with the 
condition of things. He thought noth- 
ing would be gained by hurrying the 
matter as the city council might uot act 
immediately. 

Mr. Boyden’s motion was put and 
carried, referring the matter to the 
schoolhouse committee. 

An order was passed requesting the 
committee on schoolliouses to investigate 
and report the sanitary condition of the 
schoolhouse. 

Mr. Mason moved that Wm. A. Spinney, 
Master of the Mason school, be granted 
leave of absence during February aud 
March with balance oi salary. Voted. 

In explanation he said Mr. Spiuuey 
had beou ordered south by his physiciau 
on account of his health. 

The board then adjourned for one 
week. 


Spmpatliy for Newton Centre. 

To the Editor of the Uhafiiic: 

The mothers of Auburudale extend 
thefr heartfelt sympathy to the mothers 
of Newton Centre. 

Although far apart, we remember that 
we belong to the same city and that our 
school system is the same, aud the ex- 
perience of a sohool in Newton Centre 
may also become the experience of the 
Williams school at Auburudale; and not 
only sympathy but terror is aroused by 
the relatiou of the occurrences at the 
meeting of the common oouucil a week 
ago last Mouday nigut. 

I, as one deeply interested, watched 
the papers for fuither attention to be 
called to the matter, but as yet only to 
be disappointed. 

How cun we be quiet aud place "upon 
the table” anythiug so important as 
this I 

Three little children dead— ill less than 
thirty-six hours — of u disease so easily 
controlled iu its begiuuiugs as scarlet 
fever — ami no one responsible! It is uot 
struuge that the people of Newton Centre 
are '’very much stirred up about it.” 
Time for ail the peoplw in all the New- 
tons to have some something to suy. 

If one hull the care uow expended 
upon vaccination could be tuken as to 
the spread of scarlet fever, we should 
heur no more of it, and yet iu tbeopiuiou 
of m auy medical experts scurlet fever is 
more to be dreaded than small pox, es- 


pecially in ita after efTeots upon the ears, 
eyes, kidneys and other organs, 

The board of health occuplea an ex- 
tremely responsible position, and it oould 
novor be blnmod for using too groat care 
and precaution, and while positions upon 
the board of health are not to be greatly 
sought after by conscientious and faith- 
ful men, once accepted they demand all 
the care and attention they require. 

Is there a man or womin who would 
have gone to the Mason schoolhouse the 
day after it had been fumigated with 
siiiphur arH remained there forsix hours 
oven without fear of contagion? 

Would one of the hoard of health have 
permitted his own little boy or girl to do 
bo? Most certainly not— yet this was 
allowed for the children of Newton 
Centre. 

The trouble is somewhat In not having 
anyone with a personal responsibility, 
who should and could be called to ac- 
count for serious blunders. 

We must try to remember that as has 
been said a good many times, schools 
were made for the children, not children 
for the schools, and parents would do 
well to bear this in mind. 

Parents, however, labor at a disad 
vantage when they enter a schoolroom, 
and their suggestibns, kindly made and 
as kindly met, are of no more use than 
so much ruoning water, for truth to tell, 
the teachers are a part of a system them- 
selves, and often are obliged to do things 
very much against their own better judg- 
ment. I was surprised not long since 
at being told by my washerwoman that 
there was a case of scarlet fever in the 
next house to mine. I denied it, but she 
ave ns her authority a woman who had 
oen working there, and I afterwards 
found it to be true. 

Two or three days later I visited the 
public school and spoke casually to the 
teacher about the case, and she did not 
know anything about it. Now it should 
be the prompt duty of the board of 
health to notify the school teacher of the 
child, so that she may be on her guard 
for other children who may liavo been 
exposed, and furthermore 1 wot/ld say 
that a course in practical medicine 
would do both teachers and scholars a 
world of good. They then would be able 
to recognize dangerous symptoms and a 
knowledge of bandaging and simple 
practical surgery would iuterest as well 
.is benefit and might well partially tnke 
the place of so much drawing and sing- 
ing. 

I have beeu surprised to find that only 
the do— mi— sol names of the notes are 
taught, in the schools, and that after all 
these vears of studying music, as wo call 
it, really they have no knowledge of 
music whatever, and in order to begin 
piano or violin they must learn the 
names of the notes. They really do not 
know A from B on the scale nor A sharp 
from B flat. This knowledge might 
easily be acquired along with the other 
method and would have a practical use- 
fulness later in life. 

Another mntter, small in itself, but 
largo perhaps in its relations, occurred to 
mo the other morning as I watched the 
little children with their bright faces. 

The first thing after the opening 
exercises, the teacher takes a little tin 
watering pot and goes around pouring a 
little water on each child’s slate. Then 
out come twenty-five or thirty little 
sponges all more or less black and sour, 
and after that each child pulls from 
somewhere in its desk a cotton rag — 
never white* after its first use — and al- 
ways sour and ill smelling. 

With these the slates are rubbed till 
quite dry, and the children, (like chil- 
dren) really enjoy slapping the slates and 
making as much lint and dust as possi- 
ble. But what a change! Instead of 
uice clean hands that I could find sweet 
enough to kiss, are black, damp and 
sour hands, which must so remain the 
whole morning, only becoming worse as 
the hour advauceB. Instead of pure, 
fresh air for the children to breathe, let 
some one go from outside iuto one of 
these rooms and feel that sickening sen- 
sation caused by the odor of a wet old 
sponge, yet the teacher will tell you she 
does not notice it, and if you suggest 
that the slates might be washed the last 
thing at night she will say ‘‘perhaps so.” 
We do not wash our dishes at the 
fnoment we are gating to use them and a 
little valuable teaching might be brought 
in iu the way of getting ready for the 
future work to be done on the morrow. 

To return to the subject with which I 
began. The warning for scarlet fever 
should be more imperative. Everybody 
in town should know of each case and a 
large danger flag should wave until all 
danger is past. 

Only iu this way, with strictest care.can 
we protect these dear little ones, who 
cannot protect themselves, who trust uo, 
who obey us, and who may so soon 
leave us if we relax our care. 

Thi- terrifying thought of a child taken 
ill at foqr o’clock on one day and dead at 
8 the next morning ‘will not down.*

THE DATE OF THE EXODUS. 

It Would fleem to Lin llftwffn Urn T«»r« 
14.10 find moo II. C. 

Although the monuments and papyri 
givo us no direct information upon tho 
subject of tho exodus, tlioy do indirect- 
ly indicate a certain period within 
which it must havo taken place. Thoth- 
mes III, who was tiio most powerful 
king of that dynasty (tho eighteenth) 
which finally drove tho Hyksos invad- 
ers out of Egypt and reunited the wholo 
Country under one scepter, extended hyi 
conquests us far as Mesopotamia, over- 
running Palestine on his way. Ho left 
lists of tho conquered nations, but does 
not mention tho Isrnolites among them. 
Rameses II of tho nineteenth dynasty, 
tho supposed oppressor, who reigned 
about 200 years later, also Bubdued 
Palestine and left lists of tho conquered 
peoples, hut he, again, does not men- 
tion the Israelites among them. 

What is perhaps still more impor- 
tant is that, wlifle tho Israelites have 
left records of invasions by Mesopota- 
mians, Moabites, Canaanites, Midianites 
and Philistines, they do not mention 
any invasion by the Egyptians, and the 
conclusion is that the Israelites were 
.not settled on the west side of tho Jor- 
dan till after the wars waged by Ram- 
eses II at the commencement of his 
reign, which began not earlier than 
1888 B. C., or, as some now say, 1200 

B. C. 

It has been attempted to explain this 
difficulty away by suggesting that Ram- 
eses II kept close to the seacoaet on his 
march through Palestine and did not 
strike inland till he wns some distance 
to tho north of tho Israelites, but it is 
inconceivable that he should not have 
secured his long line of communications 
by establishing posts so far inland that 
they must have been brought into con- 
tact with tho Hebrews if the latter had 
at that time been settled in their own 
country. 

The earliest date, therefore, at which 
the Egyptian history will permit the 
exodus to have taken place, even when 
full allowance is made for the time 
spent by the Jews in the wilderness and 
in conquering Palestine, would seem to | 
be about 1430 B. C., while, if tho shorter 
chronology be adopted, it could not 
have been much earlier than 1800 B.

PUBLIC BEQUESTS. 


Readers of the Boston papers frequent- 
ly find lengthy accounts of handsome 
buildings given to various towns and 
cities by public spirited citizens, who 
mark In this way their love for their 
birthplace or their adopted home, and 
I»*:*ve a monument to themselves which 
will carry their name down to posterity. 
But it makes Newton people feel some- 
thing akin to envy when they read what 
has been done for Fairhaven, or Cam- 
bridge, or Wellesley, or North Easton, or 
many other towns which might be men- 
tioned. 

Here iu Newton we have had very few 
legacies of this kind, perhaps because it 
is only within recent years that Newton 
has become a wealthy city, and has num- 
bered among its residents men who were 
able to do something for their fellow 
oitizens. 

Recentiy the Nurses* Home has been 
given to the public by two generous citi- 
zens, Messrs. Pratt and Converse, and 
the late John S. Farlow caused his name 
to be gratefully remembered by his gifts 
of Farlow Park, the Bigelow Memorial 
chapel at the Newton Cemetery, and the 
Reference Room at the Free Library. 
The Church of the Redeemer at Chest- 
nut Hill was built by a generous giver, 
whose name has not been made Dublic, 
but outside of these no publio bequests 
have as yet been made operative. The 
Stone Institute for aged men and womeu 
is something of which but little is 
known, although it was incorporated this 
year, under the provisions of the will of 
the (lonoi, a former prominent resident 
of West Newton, but the administrators 
are moving very slowly, and it may be 
years before the Home is started. 

Cambridge had a very handsome new 
City Hall given it by a prominent citizen, 
and just at present a now City Hall is 
one of the greatest needs of Newton, and 
any one who feels desirous of leaving a 
memorial to himself could not make a 
more acceptable bequest. The present 
City Hall is hardly a credit to the city, 
and wirh all the expenses for needed 
public improvements that must be met, 
it will be mauy years before Newton is 
in a condition to build oue for itself. 

We are getting to be well supplied with 
parks, if the present indications prove 
trustworthy, as some are planned iu 
nearly every section.but a great deal will 
remain for private enterprise, in the way 
of adorning and beautifyiug them, and 
there are numberless ways in which 
money could be expended, which will 
• oceur to every individual. 

The Newton Hospital might be called 
a publio bequest, and it is an institution 
which is proving its usefulness, and 
every citizen feels a certain pride in it,aa 
all have contributed more or less to its 
success. No large bequests have been 
given it, which is perhaps a foitunate 
thing, as it makes it of more interest to 
those who have given from their little. 
Still there have been some good sized 
legacies left to it, aud more would be 
welcome, as every year tbe needs of the 
Hospital increase to such a degree that 
it is difficult to make tbe receipts keep 
up with tbe expenses. The trustees 
sometimes almost lose faith, hut so far 
they have found generous friends among 
tbe public when a special need arose, aud 
the regular expenses have beeu met by 
popular contributions, with what great 
effort ou their part the trustees alone 
can tell. The Hospital could receive a 
great number of legacies, aud yet be de- 
pendent ou the public generosity to au | 
extent sufficient to keep up tbe popular 
interest iu its management. 

If tbe citizens of a town feel au inter- 
est in its welfare, they can always find 
ways iu which to benefit it, aud make it 
more attractive as a home for all coming 
years. Judging from the contests over 
wills that are reported iroin all parts of 
tbe country, those only are the wise 
one s, who make their bequests during 
their lifetime.

routes camo up. Even those who advo- 
cated the other routes must havo felt the , 
strong advantages of the northern route, j 
or they would not. have added a park to j 
their offers of land for the boulevard, as 
a sort of chromo attachment, to increase 
the merits of the routes they favored. 

Tho reasons which havo influenced tho 
committee aro said to be somewhat as 
follows: The northern route will cost 
87000 less to build. Tho route will have 
available building land on each side, 
whioh can be readily developed, so that 
the city will be apt to get quick returns 
from its investment. It is also the moat 
direct route. There are no buildings 
that will have to be moved as on the 
Fuller street route. The advocates of 
the latter route offered a park of 40 
acres, it is true, but it is assessed at less 
than $8000, which would not be more 
than $4500, if the low land wore taken 
by itself, and the givers want the city to 
build roadways, which would cost somo 
$25,000. It would bo much cheaper to 
oondemn the land for park purposes. 

As for the southern route, there is 
hardly auy land on the south side of it 
available for building purposes. It runs 
along the cemetery grounds for a long 
distance, then there is a low meadow 
west of Chestnut street, and then comes 
the proposed park, so that the increase 
in taxable property from the improve- 
ment would be small. 

Any of the three offers was a very 
liberal one, and would probably have 
been accepted had any of them stood 
alone, but it must be considered that 
neither the Fuller street nor the southern 
routes would have been offered on such 
liberal terms had it not been for the offer 
of the advocates of the northern route. 

The latter has a five per cent, grade, it 
is true, but that is no more than the 
grade on the Beacon Boulevard in Brook- 
line, and is offset by the more direct 
character of the route. 

It is fortunate that the committee has 
made a unanimous decision, and tbe rea- 
sons given seem to be conclusive, es- 
pecially the fact that every foot of land 
on either side can be built upon, and 
can be so easily developed as to promise 
quick returns to the city. 


NEWTON CO-OPERATIVE BANK. 


The Co-operative Banks of this Com- 
monwealth are a credit to the legislative 
committees, which have from year to 
year perfected their organization until 
they stand as the best possible device, 
guarded by the most stringent regula- 
tions and legal enactments, for promoting 
the saving of a portion of each year’s in- 
come on the part of the class in the com- 
munity which stands most in need of 
such assistance and encouraging the pro- 
vision by actual ownership of comfort- 
able permanent homes for thoso, the 
labor of whose hands forms the basis of 
all our prosperity. 

Among these banks, now quite numer- 
ous, and increasing in ability until they 
are becoming an asserted element in our 
economic progress, noue stands as a 
more fairly representative member of 
this brotherhood of tbe invested inter- 
ests of the wage-earner than our Newton 
Co-operative Bank. 

This institution has just completed its 
sixth year of incorporate existence, and 
its annual report is ready to be placed in 
the bands of its share holders. From it 
we learu that the invested accumulations 
of its 842 share holders amouut to $240,-

51; guaranty fund aud surplus, $3,300 43 

This amouut is invested iu 130 real 
estate loans, $228,350 ; 30 loans upon 
shares, $8,700, and cash in bank. $3,035.- 
04, and shows an increase in assets of 
24.40 per ceut. during the year. 

Each share holder has beeu credited 
with interest at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum at the end of every six 
months duriug the whole six yeais of its 
operation. 

Thu Bank has thus afforded a most 
profitable investment for those wbo de- 
sired only to provide a safe depository 
for small monthly s iviugs. But by means 
of its loans ou the bumble homes of the 
borrowers umong its share holders, has 
provided mauy families with a perma- 
nent dwelling, in which the intelligent! 
interest of all its members might co-oper- 
ate, until by steps so easy as scarcely to 
be felt in tbe daily ecouomy, full owner- 
ship could be attained with scarcely a 
sacrifice of any comfort. 

The success of suoh an institution is 
un end iu which the whole community 
has a vital interest ;aud no one cau attend 
to neglect the lesson whioh it teaches or 
to slight the opportunity for lending it a 
helping baud, while deriving full com- 
pensation for every dollar iuvested iu its 
securities. 


The aldermen have finally* voted to 
withdraw the bill for a street, park and 
highway commission, but the citizens 
appeal to be clearly to blame iu the mab- 
t< r, as they took uo interest in it uutil it 
seemed likely to become a law, and theu 
they made a warm ftftht. The matter 
was postponed iu order to give the re- 
muustrauts, who were headed by ex- 
Alderman Hurbach aud his attorney au 
opportunity to confer with the City 


Solicitor and tbe committee, in order to 
have the bill amended by removing tho 
objeotionAble features, but they neglect- 
ed to attend any conference, and mado 
no efforts to get a suitable bill in placo of 
tho one offorred. Aside from a few ob- 
jeotionablo features such a commission 
would havo boen of great benefit to 
Newton, but the objeot aimed at can 
probably be secured in another way. Tho 
many petitioners against the bill had 
some woight, of course, but more num- 
erously signed petitions could have been 
presented in its favor, had any one taken 
the trouble, as the bill had been consid- 
ered and approved by two of the leading 
improvement societies of Newton. 

The asking for a commission to cou 
aider the romoval of grade crossings is 
variously regarded by different citizens. 
By the agreement with the road made 
by Mayor Hibbard a number of import- 
ant concessions were obtained from the 
road, in the way of stoue arohed bridges, 
new openings for street extensions, and 
the promise of land for the widening of 
Washington street, all of which fall to 
the ground of course, and the whole will 
have to be commenced anew. Some say 
that this will be of great advantage to 
the company, as they can get anything 
they desire of a commission, and that 
thiB is just what they ihavo been waiting 
for. Others take a more optomistio view 
and think the wishes of Newton citizens 
will have more weight with the com- 
mission than the wishes of the railroad. 
Time will show, however, and mean- 
while an important step has been taken 
towards the separation of grades, which 
is something to rejoice over. 


The City Solicitor has rendered his 
opinion that Mr. Fanning is not liable to 
a fine, under the statute, if he holds the 
position of overseer of the poor, while a 
large part of his business consists of 
work for the city. This is the legal view 
of tho caso, but the impropriety of a city 
official's furnishiug supplies or doing 
labor for the city remains. It is by such 
means that a city ring is buiit up, suoh 
as plunders Now York and other large 
cities. One city official is naturally more 
favored by another city official than au 
outsider would be, and gets more than a 
lion’s share of city business. 


The local postoffices have still a 
large supply of the big Columbian 
stamps, which they will have to work off 
on the suffering public before the small 
stamps cau be secured.

WASHINGTON'S STATE DINNERS. 

Hiry \\>p« Very Kidcinn Aft'itlr*, Accord- 
ing to hii Ancient Annalist. 

Washington’s state dinners must have 
been exceedingly solemn affairs if they 
were all like the description of the fol- 
lowing. Which is found in the ancient 
diary of Senator Mac lay, one of the first 
two representatives of ihe state of Penn- 
sylvania in the United States senate :• 

“Thursday, Aug. ',7. list) — A little 
after 4 o'clock I called upon Mr. Bassett 
of Delaware state, and we went po the 
president’s for dinner. 

“The company were President and 
Mrs. Washington. Vice President and 
Mrs. Adams, Governor Mifi’.in and his 
wife, Air. Jay and wife. Mr. Langdon 
aud wife, Air. Dalton and a lady (per- 
haps his wife), Bassett, myself, Lee Lew- 
is and the president’s t wo secretaries. 

“The president and his wife sat oppo- 
site each other iu themiddleof the table; 
ttio two secretaries, one at each end. It 
was a great dinner and the best of the 
kind I ever was at. The room, however, 
was disagreeably warm. 

“First were soup, fish, roasted aiul 
baked meats, gammon, fowl, etc. This 
was the dinner. The middle of the table 
was garnished in the usual tasty way, 
with small images, artificial flowers, etc. 
Tiie dessert was fruit, apple pies, pij^l- 
ding, etc., then ice cream, jelly, etc., 
then Watermelons, muskmelons, apples, 
•peaches and nuts. 

“It was the most solemn dinner I was 
ever at. Not a health drank, scarce a 
word said until the cloth was taken 
away. Then the president, filling a gluss 
of wine, with great formality drank the 
health of every individual around the 
table. Everybody imitated him, changed 
glasses, aud such a buzz of ‘Health, sir,’ 
‘Health, mudarne,’ ‘Thank yon, sir,’ and 
‘Thank you, mudarne,’ I had never heard 
before. 

“The ladies sat a good while, and the 
bottle passed about, but there was a dead 
silence almost. Airs. Washington at last 
withdrew with the ladies. I expected 
the men would now begin, but the same 
silence remained. The president told of 
a New England clergyman who had lost 
his hat and wig in passing a river called 
the Bronx, and he smiled, and everybody 
else laughed. 

“He now and then said a sentence or 
two on some common subject, and what 
he said was not amiss. Air. Jay tried to 
make a laugh by mentioning the carica- 
ture of the Duchess of Devonshire as- 
sisting in carrying on Fox’s election. 

“The president kept a fork in his hand 
when the cloth was taken away, I 
thought for the purpose of picking nuts. 
He ate none, but played with the fork, 
striking ou the edge of the table. We 
did not sit long after the ladies retired. 
The president rose and went up stairs 
to drink coffee. The company followed. 
I took my hat and went home.” — New 
York Herald. 


The Maxim Airship. 

In a conversation withH. J. W. Dam, 
reported in AIcClure’s Alagazine, Hiram 
S. Maxim, inventor of the Maxim air- 
ship, said: 

“The principle I have worked on, gen- 
erally speaking, is that of the kite. That 
lurg£ cloth frame at the top of the mod- 
el is the aeroplane, or main kite surface. 
The lesser aeroplane above the platform 
or car, the side aeroplanes or wings and 
the flat pointed rudders fore and aft are 
designed to furnish additional kite sur- 
face. It is necessary to make it, howev- 
er, so that we can run it in a calm 
against the air, thus making our own 
wind, as it were, aud for this purpose i 
have a railway track, and instead of 
cords to hold the kite against the wind I 
.employ a pair of powerful screw propel- 
lers driven hv a steam engine. 

"In this manner I can drive the ma- 
chine exactly as I please, can ascertain 
exactly how much the push of the screws 
is, aud at the same time find out exactly 
how much the machine lifts at different 
speeds. The machine is, in fact, a big 
kite. Should I fly it in the air with a 
cord during a strong gale and then run 
Iny engines, I should be able to find out 
how fast they would have to run in order 
to take all the pull off the cord. As soon 
as the cord became slack, the machine 
would be flying with its own engine 
power.” 

Steamship shaft Indicators. 

One of the most notable murine de- 
vices in the engine room of first class 
steamships is an arrangement by which 
the engineers are enabled to know wheth- 
er that part of the shaft which extends 
outside the ship’s hold is working smooth- 
ly or not. Iu all twin screw ships this 
runs through a sort of tunnel fastened 
to the ship with big brackets. Of course 
it is impossible to get at this Bhaft dur- 
ing a voyage. On tiie Paris, for in- 
stance, this is said to be 40 feet long. To 
meet the objection in question a little, 
tine tube is made to pass along the top 
of the shaft which runs inside the ship, 
just over the shaft, aud water is con- 
stantly running through this tube iu a 
fine stream. The engineer on watch fre- 
quently tries the temperature of this 
water with his hund, so tliut if the water 
were warm he would know at once that 
Something was wrong with the working 
of tiie shaft and it would be slowed down, 
ar this not remedying the trouble tiie 
Engines on that side would be stopped. — 
New York Suu.

Within the last few years numbers of 
forgeries of extremely rare coins in the 
British museum nnd in private collec- 
tions have been sold by auction in Lon- 
don. So good is their execution that it 
seems probable that means have been 
devised for casting steel dies on plaster 
casts or of hardening electrotype dies. 
The manufacture of iaro*‘sicge pieces, ” 
carried on in one of our midland towns, 
shows a far lower amount of skill. 

When genuine but defaced coins are 
restrnck with new impressions, it is 
very difficult to discover the fraud. 
Some genuine ancient coins aresurfrap- 
pees in this manner — us, for instance, a 
whole class of Jewish coins which ore 
struck on Roman silver denarii. But 
when the image and superscription of 
William 111 can be discerned underly- 
ing the device on a rare crown piece of 
Elizabeth the question of its authentic- 
ity is soon solved. — Longman’s Maga- 
zine.

Mr. Bailey had been 
in business for 18 years. He was married 
16 years ago and leaves a widow. » bright 
boy and girl, and an infant daughter. De- 
ceased w’as a prominent member of the 
Boston Canoe Club, serving last year as 
captain of the chib. The funeral occurs 
from his late residence at 2 o’olock.Suuday. 

—A unique aud Interesting entertain- 
ment was given on Monday evening iu the 
MethodLt church. The house was 
crowded, and doubtless everyone there 
could have agreed with one who had not 
cared to attend it, bu’. urged to do so said, 
when It was over, “1 would not have 
missed this for anything!”

Representatives of seven 
different Sout i African tribe*, these twelve 
or more young men and women appeared 
iu costume', worn by th*ir own people, 
gray with embroidery, beads and feather-. 
They gave specimens of the sougs of their 
tribes. The song sung at Kaffir weddings 
with the carrying away of the bride, gave 
a view of Kaffir life. Very interesting it 
was to hear the strange sounds of t ie 
various languages and many of the native 
songs were musical and sweet. One 
touching song was composed by a native 
who had Income Christianized and re,»re 
sented the seeking after God, a calling for 
His light atul love in their ignorance and 
durknes*. a remarkable soug represented 
the approach and the disappearance of a 
company ol Kaffirs, as they travel ou loot 
through their land iu bands singing as they 
go and keeping time with bauds und feet. 
It was called “Molokeda” and wondertul 
skill was shown iu the management of the 
crescents, climax and diinmuundo. Per- 
haps the most pathetic of their songs was 
one entitled ’‘Alrion.” T?iis was composed 
by n native who had been taught iu the 
Mission school and was a lament over the 
ruin wrought in Africa by the bringing in 
of iutoxicatiug drinks from civilized 
countries. Several selections w’ere given 
iu English aud well given. They seemed 
to have aqulred that language remarkably 
well. Two little orphan boys, a Bush- 
man and a Hottentot, gave great amuse- 
ment to all by their enthusiasm and 
drollery. The director of this ehoir. Mr. 
J. 11. Balmer, is the son of a clergyman. 
He had beeu a successful student at the 
Royal Academy of Music, Loudon, and 
wln n 111 iu Africa iu the Kimberly Hos- 
pital It was suggested to him that he 
organize this Airmail choir to aid mis- 
siou work in South Africa, by establishing 
an Iudustrtal Training school for the 
native race. They have been singing for 
three years, having sung before the Queeu 
and going through Euglaud. Ireland, soot- 
land and Wales tiefore coming to America, 
The Review of Reviews said, last Septem- 
ber; "iiuoe tlie public siugers of Fisk 
University, Tennessee, there has beeu no 
troupe to compare wltn them in iuterest 
aud compared with the South Africau 
choir, the jubilee siugers are nowhere.”

The regular mooting of the board of 
mayor and aldermen, Monday evening, 
was fully attended, and there were quite 
a munbor ot spectators present, inter- 
ested in some person »1 or corporation 
matter, which they expected the board 
would cousider. 

The active agent of the municipal 
company was present as usual, but when 
Mr. Mandell of the Oamowell company 
dropped in during the evening, it began 
to look interesting to those who under- 
stood its significance; but a renewal of 
the old discussion of a year ago was 
obecked and it is hoped will remain 
quiscent through the action takeu by 
the board. 

The aldermen had a private rehearsal 
in the mayor’s room for three-fourths of 
an hour, before the meeting convened, 
and they did not assemble until nearly 8 
o’clock. 

The first business was reading of the 
records of the last two meetings, which 
were approved. 

The mayor announced the appoint- 
ment of George E. Bridges as registrar of 
voters for throe years from May 1, 1894. 

Thomas Coughlan was appointed 
weigher of coal. 

The resignation of Wm. A. Alfred of 
• the fire department was received and 
accepted. 

A communication was received from 
the Boston & Albany railroad including 
a copy of their petitiou to the Superior 
Court requesting a jury to assess dam- 
ages for taking land for sewer purposes 
on their land near Paul and Bellevue 
streets. 

A communication was received from 
the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tolegraph Co., 
renewing their offer of fire alarm boxes 
at the same price as last year. 

A communication fiom Chief Bixby of 
the fire department was received, calling 
attention to the increasing fire risks in 
the business centres and urging the 
placing of Steamer Two in regular com 
mission at West Newton. 

The inspector of buildings iu a com- 
munication gave is as his opinion that no 
cause for complaint was found iu the old 
paper mill, which the Newton Rubber 
Co. called attention to, nothing of a com 
bustible nature being found in the build 
ing. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived: 

To the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City of Newton: 

Gentlemen— It cannot have escaped 
your notice that a resolution was intro- 
duced at a recent meeting of the common 
council, censuring the board of health 
for neglect of its duty during the recent 
outbreak of scarlet fever in Newton 
Centre, also that several articles eyident-

The board believes that its course in 
the matter was the proper one and that 
all due precautions were takeu to pre- 
vent the further spread of the disease. 
This being the case, therefore, we, the 
members of the Newton Board of Health 
feeling that the board has been unjustly 
attacked, respectfully request your 
honorable body to order an investigation 
into the conduct of the board iu order 
that the facts m «y be thoroughly sifted 
and the board relieved from an unjust 
reflection upon its competency.

The petitiou of E. F. Woods for a pri- 
vate stable, size 40x40 fact, corner of 
Berkeley and Priuce streets. Ward Three 
was referred to the board by Inspector 
Elder, stating that it did not confliot 
with any ordinance 

He further stated that according to 
the diagram presented the stable would 
be 60 feet from auy other building. 

Aldermau Hunt believed it customary 
to give a hearing iu such m itters to allow 
anyone au opportunity to be heard aud 
on bis motion it was referred to the 
license committee. 

Oj petition of the N. E. Tel. & Tel 
Co. for locatious on Elmwood, Veruou 
and Ricbatdsoa streets, the hearing set 
for that evening was opened aud closed, 
uo remoust rants appearing. 

The auuual reports of the assessors 
and overseers of t.he poor were 
ceived. 

Papers from the common council were 
passed iu coueurreuoe uutil the order for 
the purchase of two new tire alarm boxes 
delegated to the fire committee instead 
of the inspector of wires, came up. 

Alderman Thompson wanted to know 
what kind of boxes were purchased 
under the ord- r passed last yedti? 

Alderman Rurnery said what was au 
improvement ou the uou-iuterference 
box of the Municipal pattern was pur- 
chased. 

Aldermau Thompson understood the 
contract with the Municipal Co. to be, to 
furnish the non-iuteifereuce box. In 
stead of this the c mimittee went to work 
aud bought the succession box. 

Aldermau Rurnery said the succession 
box was a later pattern aud was oou 
sidered better than the non interference 
aud uveu with tbe cost a little higher, 
the committee thought it best to get 
them. There was no stipulation iu tbe 
order as to what box should be pur- 
chased. 

Aldermao Thompson wauted to have 
the original order produced. 

Alderman Botbfeld said he hoped this 
matter of fire alarm boxes would not be 
brought up again. Tbeie is some merit 
in the fact that if the purchasing power 
is placed iu the bauds of the (ire com- 
mittee it is pretLy positively known 
what the city will get lor a box. Ou the 
other baud all are aware of the ohiefs 
predilection if the matter is placed with 
him. He thought the best thing would 
be to table the order, which lie moved, 
pending au amendment in the rules so 
that a committee ou iuspeullou of wires 
could be appointed To this new com- 
mittee, unbiased by any past considera- 
tions or discussiou could be delegated 
the purchase of these boxes. 

The original order passed June 12, 
1893 was read, providing for (he “pur- 
chased and loc ttiou of fire alarm sigual 
stations.” 

Aldermau Thompson had understood 
the order stipulated what kind of boxes 
the committee should buy. lie had beeu 
informed by the alderman from Ward 
Two just before tbe boxes were pur- 
chased that the committee intended 
purchasing the uou iuterfereuoe box. 
lie asked the chief how loug it took for 
the Municipal uou-iuterfereuce box to 


ring in. 

Chief Bixby said It took elovon seconds 
longer for the Municipal succession to 
strike than for the old Gamewolls now 
in use, and in the case of A broken wire 
the box would run down in thirty-seven 
minutes. 

Alderman Thompon: How long does 
it take tbe department, to got under way 
on the average after an alarm is 
sounded? 

The chief: The average time is fifteen 
seconds. 

In other words it takes the “best box 
obtainable” from tbe Municipal com- 
pany, eleven seconds longer after the 
lio-ik is Diillod for the first stroke on the 
bell to sound than does the old style 
Gamewell boxes now d >ing service. Or 
almost time enough for the apparatus to 
get out of tho house ou tho old boxes. 
Again, tho apparatus of a new “succes- 
sion box” when a wire breaks or is short 
circuited, will run down in thirty 
minutes and the box must be visited to 
remedy the matter, while an old Gamewell 
box cannot run down, and if au alarm is 
pulled iu wheD in this condition tbe ap- 
laratus will work, but the trouble can 
>e immediately perceived by the failure 
of the alarm bells to sound. 

Alderman Thompson said it looked 
from that statement as though the com- 
mittee had not provided the city with 
tbe best box. 

Alderman Rurnery said the committee 
was allowed tbe money to get the best 
box obtainable and they considered at 
tbe time that the Mubioipal succession 
box was tbe best up to date and so they 
got it. 

Aldermau Thompson said there was 
notbiug new about the Municipal succes- 
sion box and they could be bought for 
much less than $75. They are catalogued 
by the company, be coutinued, at $125. 

Aldermau Rurnery: I didn’t look at 
the catalogue. 

Alderman Thompson: H’m— m! Ho 
thought the committee had been im- 
posed on ! 

Alderman Plummer asked if au alarm 
had come in from any of the new boxes 
since they were put in. 

Chief: No, sir. 

Then how do you know about the time 
it takes the boxes to ring in? 

The boxes are invariably tested when 
first put in aud it was from these tests 
the time was ascertained. 

Aldermau Plummer thought the mem- 
bers of the board bad a surfeit of the 
fire alarm matter last year and did not 
want to see the controversy re-opeued. 
The Gamewell company had “roasted” 
the city at the rate of $125 for a box 
which they were selliag to other cities 
for $75. The city finally decided on the 
Municipal box and until it was now 
proved that the Municipal box was not 
;ood, all wrangle over the matter would 
ie superfluous. 

Alderman Thompson said the Game- 
well made and offered a succession box 
cheaper than that manufactured by tbe 
Municipal. 

Alderman Rurnery said when the 
boxes were purchased last year he under- 
stood there* were no other succession 
boxes in the market. 

Alderman Botbfeld thought there 
should properly be a committee to 
govern these matters. If the Gamewell 
have au equally good box at a less price 
the city wants it. An unbiased com- 
mittee will give tbe city the best. 

Alderman Bothfeld’s motion to table 
was then passed. 

Aldermau Bothfeld then moved that 
the committee ou rules be instructed to 
briug in au amendment to tbe rules, 
allowing for tbe establishment of a com- 
mittee for tbe iuspectiou of wire de- 
partment. The motion prevailed. 

Mr. F. H. Woods et al. of Highland 
street, Ward Three, petitioued for two 
street lights. Referred. 

Aldermau Botbfeld of the highway 
committee reported, recommending that 
tbe comers of Brigbtou aud Pembroke 
streets be rounded, also recommending 
tbe takiug of land for the central boule- 
vard between Valentine and Washiugton 
streets. Received. 

In reference to the latter he said tbe 
committee wished at a later date to re- 
port more iu detail giving their reasons 
for this unanimous decisiou. 

Aldermau Hunt presented a petition in 
favor of the northern route for theboule- 
vaid through West Newton. This was 
signed by L. G. Pratt, V. E. Carpenter, 
G. P. Staples, E. B. Wilson, A. F. Luke, 

F. L. Felton, H. E. Burrage. W. G. Bell, 

G. L. Lovett, W. M. Bullivant and 
others. It was received. 

C. W. Rolf and 10 others petitioned 
for a main drain and sewer iu Clyde 
street. Referred. 

R. I. Benton petitioued for license to s t 
up two pool and one billiard table aud 
license was granted. 

Aldermau Plummer presented a com- 
munication from Elleu A. Williams of 
Wellesley, claiming damages for injuries 
received by a fall on Hillside avenue, 
West Newton. Referred 
C. F. West et al. petitioned for con- 
crete cros-i-woik at Newtonville ayenue 
aud Harvard street. Referred. 

A hearing was appointed ou rouudiug 
the corner of Pembroke street, for Mon- 
day, Mar 19 at 7.30 aud 7.45 o’clock. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented au order 
that a bearing be given on the laying out 
of that portiou of the boulevard between 
Valentine and Washington streets, on 
Monday, Mar. 19, at 7.30 o'clock before 
both the aldermeu aud council. 

Au order was then passed to lay out 
Hunnewell avenue. 

Aldermau Bothfeld at this time pre- 
sented a petition asking tbe city council 
to give a beariug for the supporters of 
the southern rou r e on the extension 
of tbe boulevard to Washington street. 

As a hearing had beeu granted ou the 
uortberu route he asked that these peti- 
tioners be giveu time not exceeding one 
hour at the opeuiug of that hearing Mar. 
19. Voted. 

A communication was received from 
Elizabeth A. L. Atkinson sigudying her 
satisfaction iu the proposed route ot the 
boulevard aud her williugness to give the 
laud ueeded from her estate. 

Aldermau Bothfeld wauted the police 
oniiuauoe so amended as to provide for a 
third sergeant tor the purpose of placing 
a ranking officer ou the south side of 
tbe city, and au order was passed eru 
powering the police committee to make 
such amendment. 

The sum of $500 was appropriated for 
exchauge of horses iu the fire depart- 
meut. 

II. T. Hesse applied for license to 
operate one pool and oue billiard table 
at Newton Centre. Aldermau RofTe ex- 
plained tbit the preseut party wished to 
relinquish his permit, which would be 
replaced by this. A hearing was ordered 
for Mar. 19 at 7 10. 

Albert E. Brickelt of Webster place 
aud Johu S. Alley of Temple street were 
drawn as jurors for the superior court at 
Lowell. 

After a loug recess the board re-as- 
sembled aud the mayor read u communi- 
cation from Officer Wm. A. Leonard of 
Upper Falls, resigning his positiou ou 


consented. 

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld tho 
communication of Chief Bixby was re- 
ferred to Hie fire committee. 

An order was pxssed granting tho N. 
E. Tel. and Tel. Co., location for poles 
on Elmwood, Vernon and Richardson 
streets. 

Alderman Botbfeld referred to tho re- 
quest of the board of health, inviting an 
investigation. Hu oould not see how the 
public would be served by such action 
on the part of the boar I and he did not 
think an investigation would change the 
feeling of those interested in the matter, 
nt this lato date. If the board were ro- 
miss in thoir duty, he did not think it 
would be repeated. He moved tli it an 
investigation bo refused on these 
grounds. 

Aldermau Hamilton thought somo rea- 
son should be given for such an aotion. 

Aldermau Plummer believed this re- 
quest was caused by the aotion of the 
lower branoh and with an idea that the 
alderman might vindicate them. Ho be- 
lieved some reason should be assigued 
for a refusal of tbe request. 

Alderman Rurnery proposed that a 
committee of three be appointed to in- 
vestigate. 

Alderman Plummer moved that a vote 
of confidence be passed. 

Alderman Bothfeld had no opinion 
either way iu the matter, but did not 
think it a proper request for tbe board 
to consider, aud public interest did not 
demand any action by tbe eity oouuoil. 

Alderman Roffe said with tbe faots of 
tho case in his possession be could Dot 
support a vote of confidence, aud the 
people interested had not been inspired 
by any great degree of confidence. 

Alderman Thompson beard that some 
false statements wore made in the coun- 
cil meeting regarding the matter. 

Aldetman Hunt favored a vote of con- 
fidence. 

Alderman Roffe could not support such 
a motiou until bo had confidence. 

Alderman Plummer finally withdrew 
bis motion for a vote of confidence aud 
ou motion of Alderman Hamiltou tbe 
communication was tabled. 

Adjourned. 


Lecture on Eliot. 

Oue of the most interesting of tbe 
many delightful lectures in tbo course of 
the Monday Club at Newton Highlands, 
was that given by Rev. Dr. Porter, on 
Thursday afternoon, in Highland Club 
hall. His subject, “The Apostle Eliot 
and his Indian Villages,” was one of 
special interest to Newton residents, 
living, as we do, upon ground made 
historic by connection with the apostle’s 
ministry. From bis home in Roxbury, 
□ot far from the site of tbe reoently 
burned Universalist church, the good 
man often set forth on horseback, his 
saddle bags filled with Bibles and psalm 
books, a large bag fastened behind that 
was stuffed with blankets, old clothes, 
shoes, anything that might be useful to 
the savages, and a small bag carried 
under hiH arui, which often held nuts 
and apples for the pappoosos. 

The whole region round about was 
inhabited by tawny savages, who often 
gathered under tbe trees of the forest to 
listen to Eliot’s preaching. These gath- 
erings frequently occurred in tha woods 
on Nonantum hill, and thither came the 
good chief WabaD, whose wigwam was 
□ot far from the lake of that name in 
Wellesley. Through the part of Newton 
called the Highlands, ran the old road to 
Sherburne, often traveled by the early 
settlers. In Needham and Upper Falls’, 
through WabaD aud Wellesley, wore 
scattered the wigwams of tho red men, 
and in all the villages established by 
Eliot ou the Charles aud the Merrimao, 
aud in the viciuity of Sandwich and 
Martha’s Viueyard, the Gospel was 

S reached iu the Indian tongue, while 
ibles nriuted in the same language were 
distributed among the savages, and 
faithfully read by many of them, as 
proven by the worn and haudsoiled 
volumes, a few of whioh are still in ex- 
istence. 

Au interesting accouut was given of 
tho establishment of Natick, of tbe 
sheltering of many of the Christian 
Indians on Deer Island during King 
Philip’s War, and of the young Indian 
who, away back in the seventeenth 
century, was graduated from Harvard 
college with honors equal to his white 
classmates. But to report the lecture 
more fully would not be just to the lec- 
turer. Those who listened to the inter- 
esting story of the life aud labors of the 
noble Eliot as graphically and delight- 
fully told by Dr. Porter, can most earn- 
estly commend it to every student of 
early colonial history, and to every oue 
puzzled aud troubled over tbe Indian 
problem of today. S. C. Pindar. 

Street Widening iu Watertown. 

By order of the County Commissioners 
of Middlesex County, Watertown street, 
Watertown, is to be widened to a uni- 
form width of sixty feet, from its junc- 
tion with Galen street, Watertown, to 
the Newton line in Nouantum. Most of 
the land necessary for the widening will 
be takeu from the south side of the 
street, the principal owner being Mrs. A. 
S. Morse. 

At the corner of Morse and Watertown 
streets is a woodeu block containing a 
dozen tenements. The new street line 
runs through two of these tenements, 
whioh are to be cut from the main block 
and moved to alocatiou ou Fifth avenue. 
They are owned by Mrs. Kate A. Keith, 
who will claim uo damages beyond the 
cost of moving tbe buildings. She will 
also give the laud required. Other 
estates which will bo cut include oue 
owned by John Gleason and Thomas 
Moran. The north side is cut ouly a 
little, about a foot or so being tuken 
from the several estates. Work will 
probably begin ou the street as soon as 
the frost is out of tbe ground.

An adjourned meeting of the uchool 
board was held Wednesday evening with 
Chairman Ilollis as presiding officer, and 
the roll oall found all present except 
Messrs. Mason and Brackett. 

The readiog of records was dispensed 
with and the first business to come be- 
fore tho board was the report of the 
school house committee. 

Mr. Ober of Ward Four submitted the 
report wliioh was as follows: 

The committee on school houses to 
whioh was referrod the order for the 
erection of a new sohool houso at West 
Newton, have carefully considered the 
matter and submit the following report: 

The sohools in the West Newton dis- 
trict are now so crowded that further 
accommodations must bo provided at 
onoe. In the opinion of the committee 
it is expedient to have one grammar 
school centrally located at West Newton, 
which shall be of such size as to afford 
accommodation for all the grammar 
sohool pupils of tho above district. 

The Barnard, Davis and Franklin 
schools can advantageously be used for 
kindergarten and prlmaiy grades and 
pupils after leaving these schools oan 
be collected in one grammar sohool with 
advantage to themselves and economy to 
the oity. The committee do not believe 
that it would be wise to make the altera- 
tions and additions to the Pierce school 
house, whioh would bo necessary in 
order to secure adequato grammar school 
accommodations for the district, as a 
very large amount of money would have 
to be expended in order to make the 
present building suitable for present and 
futuro uses. 

The land now occupied by the Pierce 
school is very valuable for business pur- 

E oses, but is not well located for a school 
ouse, as it is on the main streot and 
very near the electrio street railway. 

The committee recommeud the im- 
m »diate erection of a 12 room brick 
building, with hall, on land less expen- 
sive than that now occupied by the 
Pierce school, but within easy access of 
the present location and more advan- 
tageously situated for grammar school 
purposes.

Mr. Beck said that by looking over the 
annual sohool report he thought tho 
overcrowded condition of the schools had 
been overstated. The 1802 report gave 
the school membership in West Newton 
as 763 and on May 1893 thero wore but 
750. The total enrollment in 1802 was 
604; in ’03, 722. The total average at- 
tendance in ’92, 074; in ’93, 683. In 1893 
there is found to be 253 extra sittings in 
the four schools in West Newton, which 
it seemed to him might bo more economi- 
cally distributed. He did not believe 
that number of empty seats showed a 
very overcrowded condition of the 
schools and iu view of the present busi- 
ness {depression and the many import- 
ant aud expensive matters before the 
city to-day that this matter of a new 
school house could bo postponed for a 
• time. 

Mr. Drew asked an explanation of this 
matter from the Superintendent. 

Supt. Aldrich said the figures as takeu 
from the reports wero perfectly correct, 
but the. apparent surplus of seats was 
misleading. An impartial distribution 
of the children to fill those extra soats 
would be impossible in graded schools 
where pupils were constantly advancing 
from one room to auother. 

The Barnard Bchool with its four 
rooms b id empty seats only in one mom, 
the lowest primary grade, while in Miss 
Foster’s room at tho Davis school there 
wore 03 pupils, where the rules provide 
that ouly 48 shall have sittings. A per- 
sonal visit to tho schools would at once 
show how fallacious those figures were. 

As long ago as 1801 it was thought the 
limit had been reached in this ward, and 
unless something were done soon tem- 
porary quaiters would have to be hired. 

In answer to a question from Mr. Drew 
he said the school house if at ouce built, 
probably would not be available until 
April or September, 1895. 

Mr. Smith said the needs of the city 
require that something should be done, 
and a new schoolhouse was the only way 
to remedy the crowded condition of tho 
school houses as shown by investigation. 
The building could ho erected at a very 
low figure during this depression, and it 
would call for no immediate outlay on 
the part of tbo city, as they could pro- 
vide for its paymeut, as their custom was 
in such cases, he alleged, by issuing a 
10 years’ note. 

Mrs. Martin wished to impiess upon 
those iu authority regarding the matter 
not to repeat the mistake made in the 
erection of the new Chitlin school of six 
rooms, hardly more commodious than 
the old discarded building. If there was 
a decided increase in the population of 
NowtonviHe, the new Claflin sohool 
would be entirely inadequate. 

Mr. Book still adhered to the belief 
that a more equitable distribution of 
those 253 soats could bo mado. 

A vote on tho acceptance of the report 
was carried, Mr. Beck alone voting nay. 

An order was then passed requesting 
the oity couucil to at once erect a brick 
sohool building at West Newton, to oon- 
taiu 12 rooms and a hall. 

Mr. Beck called attention to the 
wretched condition of tbo gravel or 
rather “mud walks” at tbo Wabau 
school, making walking very difficult for 
the pupils and others. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


The Boulevard Extension. 

To the Editor of the Ouapiiio:— 

Will you again allow me spuce to say 
that your announcement that the north- 
ern route is decided upou is premature. 
Undoubtedly the recommendation of tbe 
highway comtnitiee will have much 
weight. But the action of the board of 
aldermen, orderiug a public hearing, 
opens the whole question for careful 
oouBideration. Aud this, of course, is 
as it should be. Tho opening of so wide 
a thoroughfare, which is to have such 
au influence for ull time to oome, should 
be decided upou only after the most 
mature deliberation. Private interests 
should be eutirely subordinate to tbe 
public good. And even immediate re- 
sults are not to obscure u large future, 
which is sure to come. A wrong choice 
will prove a grave aud palpable mistake, 
whioh the city government will surely 
wish to avoid. Since a number of our 
most respected, representative men, 
from different parts of tbe oity, after a 
personal inspection of the three routes, 
have expressed a decided preference for 
the southern, the preliminary report of 
the highway committee should not be 
tuken as “eudiug a very interesting con- 
test.”

AN INTERESTING CONVERSATION NEWTON

terview with Baboo Prosad Dos* Muliick 
anf his son, of a well known, rich and 
influential family in Bengal, to whom a 
friend had kindly glvon us an Introduc- 
tion. The Baboo and his son, Nagendra 
Nath Muliick, called upon us at our 
hotel. They were cordial In tliolr offers 
of hospitality, and seemed disappointed 
when they learned that wo had mado 
our plans to leave Calcutta that night. 
Both these men are splendid specimens 
of physical manhood, with well shaped 
heads and faces, expressive of broad 
views and noble sentiments. The father

retired from the active management of 
his large mercantile house at the age of 
50, that he might hayo time, as he ex- 
pressed it, “to contemplate the All- 
Father.” He is now 55, well preserved, 
and a man of great dignity of manner. 
The son, a man of about 80, is one of the 
handsomest fellows I ever saw. He is 
quite dark, more than six feet high, and 
of full habit. His dark skin was set off 
by a picturesque costume of rich fabrics, 
with colors harmoniously blended, sur- 
mounted by a white turban moderately 
ornamented with gold. I was reminded 
of Salvini iD the character of Othello, 
and such an Othello might well have 
commanded Desdemona’s love. We 
were at once at our easo with them, and 
talking on higher subjects than are 
generally discussed by chance acquaint- 
ances. Their manners wero perfect. 
Indeed, all the Asiatics we have seen, 
the Japanese, the Chinese; tbe Cingalese 
and the Indians, as much surpans the 
western races in manners as they fall be- 
hind them in maobiuery. Our talk was 
ou the ethnology, sociology and theology 
of India. Our visitors belong to a re- 
formed sect established some 400 yoais 
ago by a great reformer named Cliait- 
tana. They have eliminated the super- 
stitions of modern Iliudooism, aud tbeir 
religion is an exalted theism, looking 
forward, through perhaps miny incarna- 
tions, to an eternity in the company, and 
rejoicing in the seivice, of the Almighty. 
They spoke simply and frankly of their 
religious ideas, and seemed to be well 
acquainted with western theological 
speculations. They thought they were 
not essentially far removed from the best 
type of liberal Christians in tbeir views 
of man’s duty and destiny. They gave 
us some pamphlets containing the pro- 
ceedings of “The Family Literary Club,” 
established iu 1857, of which Europeans 
as well as natives are members. In 
looking them over afterward, reading 
tbe essays and discussions of the club. 
I was struck by tbe incisive criticism 
and broad views of the Indian members. 
Many of them seemed to be familiar 
with tbe philosophy of Greece and all 
tbo latter developments of western 
thought; they express tbeir ideas with 
well chosen words, and, it goes without 
saying, with a charming courtesy. I 
could not help contrasting these broad- 
minded, high-toned, devout men with 
some of the missionaries I had seeu on 
the way out here to instruct them, who, 
however sincere and pious they may be. 
are bound hopeloBsly by a narrow dog- 
matism. Even tbe Chaplain, who has 
sturdily stood up for the missionaries, 
seemed to weaken a little when 1 called 
his attention to this contrast The fact 
is, I believe, that the missiouariea never 
m ike the least impression on the better 
classes of Iudia, or of China for that 
matter. If they could associate with 
such men as the Mullicks, who are types 
of a largo class, it would be an excellent 
thing for t he missionaries. And when I 
say this I do not wish to be understood 
ns criticising tho missionaries very 
severely. I have much more respect for 
thero than for mauy Europeans and some 
Americans who only display the vices of 
our civilization in the .east, and whose 
only gods are Mammon and Bacohus. 
The east aud the west have mauy things 
to learn from each other, and the in- 
termingling of tho races should be 
beneficial to both. We need to learn to 
pause in our activities and meditate 
upon tbiDgs beyond tho roach of our 
physical eyes. The east can teach us 
this, while learning from us all that we 
know of science, organization and liberty 
regulated by law.— (From “’Hound tbe 
WorM,” Boston Sunday Herald, March

COSTLY BRIC-A-BRAC RUINED. 


FIRE IN J. W. CARTER'S DEAUTIFUI. WEST 
NEWTON HOME CAUSES $12, 000 LOSS. 


Originating from an unknown cause, 
fire Saturday afternoon in the residence 
of John W. Carter, at the corner of Hill- 
side avenue and Otis street, West New- 
ton, caused almost irreparable damage. 

The house was one of the most beauti- 
ful in Newton, having been recently en- 
tirely renovated and enlarged. In it was 
a collection of bric-a-brac, bronzes, vases 
and cuiios representing the result of 
years of foreign travel aud search by Mr. 
Carter, who is now in Algiers and is uot 
expected home for a considerable period. 

When the fire was first discovered, 
about 4 o’clock, only the servauts and 
Mr. Carter’s eldest son wero in the 
house, Mrs. Carter being in Boston. One 
of tbe servr.ats detected smoko arising 
from tbe cellar, and the lire department 
was promptly notified by telephone. 

In a short time water was being poured 
into the bouse, but the flames mounted 
from the cellar to the first floor, aud 
were progressing in a rapid nrauner 
toward the second story before they 
wero placed under control. 

On the first floor, where a greater 
portion of the costly bric-a-brac was 
placed, the furniture was ruined, and 
the bronzes, voses, paintings and statuary 
wero sadly blackened by smoke. 

Mr. J. It. Carter, a brother of the own- 
er of the residence, who also resides in 
West Newton, estimated the actual loss 
iu the vicinity of $12,000, but said that 
bis brother set almost priceless store by 
some of the curios destroyed, as they bad 
been gathered by him after great travel, 
time aud expense. He stated that there 
was as an insurance of $35,000 upon the 
house aud the furniture.

YOUNG MAN KILLED AT A WEST NEWTON 
GRADE CROSSING. 


A fatal grade crossing acoideut oc- 
curred in West Newton Saturday eveu- 
iug. 

John J. McNeil, 23 years of age, was 
struck aud iustautly killed by tbe 6.17 
outward bound express at tbe Highland 
street crossing of the Boston «& Albany 
railroad. 

McNeil left Boston ou an accommoda- 
tion train which is due at West Newton 
just ahead of the express. He was 
aiuoug the first passnugers to get olf the 
waiting train at the West Newton station 
aud hurried along with the iuteution of 
crossing llighlaud street. 

The eugine of the accommodation 
train covered about half of the crossing, 
intercepting tbe view of the truoks be- 
yond. 

When McNeil stepped upon the out- 
ward track, after passing in front of the 
uccommodution train, the “flyer” came 
thundering aloug, ami he was caught by 
the pilot of the express engine und 
thrown into the air. When he struck 
tho ground hisheiid came iu ooutact with 
a juttiug piece of rook with such force 
us to split his skull aud kuock out his 
brains. 

McNeil boarded with bis brother and 
sister ou Webster street in West Newton 
aud was employed as a clerk in the dry 
goods house of Browu, Durrell A Co., 
Boston. He was a young mail of ex- 
cellent character, was liked by liis em- 
ployers and was a general favorite witli 
ull who knew him. Ho cutue to West 
Newton from tbe Provinces, uml was at 
one time employed us janitor at the New- 
ton Theological Institution. 

This is the second fatal acoideut which 
lias occurred iu precisely the same way 
at tiie Highland street crossing withiu a 
few years.

The old discussion over fire alarm 
signal boxes came up in the board of 
Aldermen again on Monday evening, 
when the important fact was brought 
out, that after all the praises that had 
been suug to the board in favor of the 
Municipal non-interference box, the fire 
committee went and purchased another 
p intern, which is called the "Bucoession 
box.” This struck Alderman Thompson 
as a rather curious circumstance, and he 
called the attention of the board to the 
matter. Alderman Ruraery of the firo 
committee explained that the committee 
thought the succession box was a better 
invention. A practical test of the box, 
according to the chief of the fire de- 
partment, proves that the Municipal 
boxes take eleven seconds longer to 
sound an alarm than the old Gamewell 
box, which is a loss of valuable time. 
Alderman Bothfeld’s recommendation 
that the whole matter of purchasing 
boxes be referred to a new and unbiased 
committee, is certainly a wise one, al- 
though it is difficult to see why the one 
man in the city, who is competent to 
judge on suoh matters, by an experience 
derived from years of service, the chief 
of the fire department, should not be 
given the power to buy such boxes as he 
th'mks best. He surely knows more 
about fire alarm signals than any man 
whose whole knowledge of fire alarm 
appaiatus has been gaiued from a few 
months service in the city council, which 
hardly entitles them to he called expertB. 

Rev. Wm. B. Hale’s “ A Religious 
Analysis of a New England Town” in 
the March Forum, has excited a good 
deal of interest, as the town referred to 
is Middleboro, in Plymouth County, aud 
stands as a representative of New Eng- 
land country towns. The writer sets 
about his task in a kindly spirit, but his 
analysis is a rather sharp and searching 
one and draws attention to the modern 
expedients tor getting people out to 
church, and the way in which the cause 
of religion suffers thereby. The article 
is a very interesting one. as the case of 
Middleboro is not an isolated one, for 
the same condition of things prevail 
everywhere. Mr. Hale has a remedy, of 
-course, and thinks there are too many 
sects, too much preaching about who 
shall Dot be saved; what is not lawful; 
what is not to be believed. He says 
“souls grow weary and burdened with a 
seuse of dishonesty in the effort to con 
tinue assent to long articles of denial; 
one day they will learu that they may 
come and find rest aud peace and union 
in this short simple symbol |Tbe Catholic 
or Apostolic creed] which from begin- 
ning to end is “I believe.” He foresees 
a union of all the churches on this basis, 
which will permit of better churches, 
better preachers, and more wisely 
directed efforts to make the world 
better. 

The terrible accident at the Highland 
street gride crossing, last Saturday 
night, by which a promising young busi- 
ness man lost his life, is ouly ' what may 
be looked forevery day that the present 
condition of things contiuue to exist. 
That more of such fatalities do not occur 
is ouly due to good luck. Those who 
have been opposing the abolition of the 
grade crossings have an illustration here 
of the constant danger that exists, and 
they should also remember that the next 
victim may be a member of their owu 
family. It is only a few months since 
another young man was killed in the 
dame uianuer at the Centre street cross- 
ing. and there is uot an important cross- 
ing on the line that has not been stained 
with blood. The movement to abolinh 
these deadly crossings has been now 
going on for years, and after a few more 
fatalities perhaps the city will awaken up 
to the necessity of hurrying up matters 
a little. 


Watertown is all stirred up over the 
coming town election, which is going to 
be the most hotly contested oueiu years. 
It is claimed that the Republican caucus 
was controlled by the A. P. A. and uot a 


Centre, and asked the board of aldermen 
for an investigation, in order to relieve j 
the hoard from an unjust reflection upon 
its competency. Tho board refused to ■ 
order au investigation, ns it would servo 
no useful purpose at this late date. 

Tins mild weather has brought quite a 
large number of inquirers, seeking 
houses in tho Newtons, and the indica- 
tions of a good spring business are very 
encouraging to the real estate dealers. 
There are many desirable houses in the 
market this spring, and Newton will 
probably havo quite a large addition to 
its population. 


The State Senate has passed the bill 
for biennial elections and it has now 
gone to the house. It is a reform that 
should come, hut if, as some political 
agitators say, the people of the state are 
so much opposed to it, why do they fight 
so persistently against submitting the 
amendment to the voters? 


The plan of the County Commission- 
ers to build a bridge over the Merrimac 
for which the whole county would have 
to pay is being hotly opposed. Newton's 
proportion of the cost is put at $20,000, 
and City Solicitor Slocum appeared to 
oppose the petition. 


March 19th is the date set for the 
West Newton Boulevard hearing, before 
the City Council, and as all those inter- 
ested in the several routes proposed will 
probably appear, a lively time may be 
expected. 


The Poor Debtor Law. 

A question on the confusing poor debt- 
or law came up yesterday before Judge 
Alien, in the Suffolk supreme court, on 
the petition of Edward L. Collins of West 
Newton, for a writ of prohibition against 
Judge Keuuedy of the Middlesex district 
court in Newton, to stay poor debtor 
proceedings pending against the peti- 
tioner. 

The question is whether a district 
court can take jurisdiction of poor debt- 
or proceedings when neither party there- 
to resides within the territory covered 
by it. 

In the present case one Leighton, a 
judgment creditor of Collins for about 
$1800, cited him to appear in the Middle- 
sex district court, which holds iu Mal- 
den, for examination. ColliDS did not 
appear, was defaulted, arrested and gave 
a recogniz ince. He afterward applied to 
the district court in Newton, where he 
resides, for leave to take the oath for the 
relief of poor debtors. Now he asks that 
the whole proceeding be cut off, as the 
Malden district court had no jurisdiction. 

The respondent, who really is the 
judgment creditor, claimed that under 
the Public Statutes a debtor may be sum- 
moned before any district court in the 
county where he resides. Iu fact, it was 
said that the practice has been for the 
creditor, when the moving party, to have 
the debtor appear in the district court 
most convenient to his end of the county 
and for the debtor, when he rqoves, to 
have his creditor come to the court at his 
extremity of the county. 

For tho petiiioner it was claimed that a 
statute of 1883 limits the jurisdiction of 
district courts in civil actions to cases 
where either one of the parties resides 
within its limits, aud the poor debtor 
matter is virtually a civil action. 

The court has the case under consider- 
ation. W. M. Noble for the petitioner; 
S. U. Tvng for the respondent.

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GOOD FOR EVIL. 

" Jessie,” *nid Anton Mosby, tho for- 
•■tor. to his daughter, “why do yon 
persist in yonr friendship for onr board- 
er, Hayes, when you know I don’t like 
him? I’ve warned you often enough. 
When a man is ashamed to tell his busi- 
ness, it doesn t take much discernment 
to see that something ip wrong. Ho 
has been in our house now about five 
weeks and during the whole time has 
not hinted a word as to the meaning of 
his trips into the woods. Yesterday 1 
saw him prowling about the old quarry, 
but when I asked him what he was alt- 
er ho said he was looking for gnme. A 
likely place indeed to find anything to 
shoot!’’ 

“Father,” said the daughter, “Mr. 
Hayes has always treated ine liko a gen- 
tleman, and as there is no other com- 
pany here 1 don’t see what harm car 
come from talking with him.” 

“I know that it it lonesome here. 
Jessie, with no one but me for com- 
pany, and when we can afford it we 
shall go where you can have better ad- 
vantages, but that fellow Hayes is not 
the right kind, and I don’t want you to 
have anything at all to do with him. 
I’ve left word with Dick to have his 
horse ready when he gets back, for he lias 
got to leave this place today. Of conrse 
I’ve got no proof that he is a bad one, 
but it is easy enough to see. Look at 
his brace of pistols. I tell yon a rifle 
is good enough here against anything 
but the sheriff’s posse. But 1 must go; 
remember what 1 say and don’t look 
for me back before night,” and Mosby 
turned away. 

Anton Mosby’s occupation was to 
protect a large section of pine timber 
owned by an eastern company from en- 
croachments by rival firms and neces- 
sitated long tramps along the bounda- 
ries of the great forest estate. His home 
was located in a small clearing not 
large enough to escape the shadows of 
the trees for more than half of the day. 
The nearest village was a lumbering 
town about 15 miles distant. From 
this village ran a narrow, scraggy road 
out into the forest, past Mosby’s house, 
and then at the distance of a mile or so 
divided, one branch turning south and 
leading somewhere in the direction of 
civilization, the other running several 
miles northward and ending in an old 
quarry which was dug in the side of a 
rocky ledge. 

After Mosby’s departure Jessie went 
on with her work indoors with a heavy 
heart. Her father’s suspicion that the 
man Hayes, who had been sojourning 
with them, was only a refugee from 
justice, pained her. Ho had always 
been very obliging about tho house, had 
books in his saddlebags and sometimes 
read aloud to her, which was a matter 
of real entertainment, and while she 
did not care for him she felt extremely 
sorry for the treatment he received at 
her father’s hands. She bad to confess, 
however, on " inking it over, that it 
was a queer p ace for a man to come 
whose only occupation was pleasure. 

Her father had an idea that some day 
an officer of tho law would ride into 
their little clearing and demand a pris- 
oner; that a scene would follow, and 
the prisoner, escaping, would seek safe- 
ty in the slimy caves which penetrated 
the sides of the limestone ledge. He 
even dreamed about it and awoke one 
night imbued with the idea that the 
bouse was surrounded by mounted 
horsemen. Day by day his suspicions 
increased, until finally from fear of 
Jessie’s fulling in love with a villain he 
decided to drive him away. 

Hayes was an ordinary looking man 
of about 5 feet 10, hair brown, eyes 
blue and rather quick and nervous in 
his speech. It was a suspicion of em- 
barrassment in the latter respect wlu»n 
questioned as to his business that first 
led Mosby to observe bis actions, and 
his preference for tho old quarry road, 
which was rough and swampy and led 
through a tangled growth of under- 
brush. seemed evident enough that he 
belonged to those who prefer daikness 
rather than light. 

These suspicions made Mosby, nat- 
urally a hospitable man, cold and sa- 
tirical, and many an arrow of sarcasm 
was plumed for his victim’s breast, but 
Hayes usually seemed perfectly obliv- 
ious of their meaning, a fact which only 
further determined Mosby in the beliel 
that he was a bud one. 

The season had been exceedingly dry. 
For nearly a month not a drop of rain 
had fallen. The sand lay in drifts in 
the middle of the road and blew away 
from the roots of the trees. During the 
previous weeks u great fire had been 
raging to the northward, several towns 
being razed to the ground and a wide 
stretch of timber ruined. Tho ledge of 
rocks referred to ran in a crescent and 
acted as u barrier to the flames, so that 
the country over which Mosby presided 
wus left unhurmed. 

This great northern section, however, 
where the tires had l>een so destructive, 
was inhabited by wolves, which now, 
gouded by fire and hunger, sought safe- 
ty to the southward. Mosby suw them 
frequently, and their baying could be 
heard at night while prowling through 
tho woods in search of food. 

When Mosby went on the tramp, he 
invariubly took his rifle with him, hop- 
ing to obtain enough pelts during the 
season for u rube. 

“Wolves,” ho used to say to Hayes, 
“are about all the gume you will find 
about these quarters, but if you want 
to kill uny you’d bettor throw away 
your six shooteis and get a rifle, for all 
the things ure good for is to kill men, 
and 1 reckon tho people around here ure 
a peuceuhlo lot. Of course, it might be 
a good thing if one wanted to escape 
from a constable, but we ure presuming 
that you want to kill animals.” But 
bis arguments as to the relative merits 
and uses of the two weupous hud little 
effect on Hayes, who still continued tc 
carry the pistols and make excursions 
not into the woods — where, Mosby von 
tured, “there might be a struy deer if 
one happened to see it” — but toward tho 
quarry and the hills. 

Whether Mosby wanted to keep watch 


of his strange hoarder's actions that 
day or whether his business led in that 
direction wo cannot say, but lie spent 
the afternoon exploring tho timber 
.«• ntting the highlands. His observa- 
ti:nswero quite minute, and the sun 
was beginning to redden the clouds in 
tho west when he started for home, and 
by the timo he reached the road it bad 
become quite dark. He had about 
eight miles to cover, but the way was 
so rough that ho nindo slow progress. 
Hero and there n moonbeam glistened 
on a sandy opening, but lor tho greater 
part of the time the foliage of tho trees 
entirely obstructed the light, so ho 
slumped wearily along, musing upon 
the events of tho previous weeks and 
wondering where Hayes had gone to 
Bpend the night. 

A warm breezo swayed the tops of 
the huge pines; this and tho sticks 
which crackled under his feet were all 
that broke tho silence of tho night — all 
until from the distance came suddenly 
to his ears the hoarse baying of a wolf. 
From time to timo it was repented, un- 
til from another direction arose an an- 
swering howl, prolonged and mournful. 

Mosby plodded along, giving little 
heed except wishing that be could get a 
sight on one of tho varmints in a bright 
spot of moonlight. Tho howling of the 
wolves gradually became more frequent 
and began to sound nearer and nearer. 
Mosby came to n halt and examined 
the condition of his gun, and then, al- 
though feeling that the rifle insured his 
Bnfety, began to hasten his steps. By 
the timo he had covered another half 
mile he knew that there was danger be- 
hind. for tho weird sounds hnd in- 
creased into a din and an uproar. They 
were evidently on his trail and rnpidly 
approaching, dozens of them perhaps, 
courageous at last from strength of 
number. He realized that there would 
be scant time for reloading a gun after 
once firing and looked about for a tree 
which he could climb and pick them off 
one at n time, but where there were 
trees the darkness was so deep that the 
project had to be abandoned as imprac- 
ticable, and he conld not endure the 
thought of remaining a prisoner all 
night in the uncomfortable branches of 
a pine tree on account of a »’ew wolves. 
This decision was scarcely rtached.wher. 
he would gladly have changed it, for 
a moment later tho wolves reached the 
road behind him and were coming along 
at long leaps, filling the air with theii 
mournful screams. 

Mosby, still cool and confident, raised 
bis rifle to his shoulder. A gray form 
flashed in tho light a little distance 
away, and lie fired. The howling of the 
pack suddenly censed us one of their 
number rolled in the sand, and Mosby, 
after reloading, started on a trot to- 
ward a small opening. Before he 
reached it they were in pursuit again.

The English Puritans. 

Rev. Dr. Byiugtou of Frauklin street 
read a paper before the N. E. Historical 
Society, Wednesday afternoon, ou "The 
English Puritaus.” He said iu brief: 

The reformation in England was less 
extreme than that in Germany. Henry 
VIII. was never a Protestant. Eliz 
heth was a Protestant queeD, but conser- 
vative. She insisted upon uniformity of 
religious worship, aud she iufiioted the 
heaviest penalties upon those who di I 
not conform. Tbe Puritans were those 
who insisted upon a tborough reforma- 
tion. They accepted the Episcopal forms 
of government and of worship, for the 
most part, hut asked for certaiu changes 
in forms and ceremonies. 

"The separatists were the extreme of 
the Puritan party. They denied the 
authority of bishops, and objected to the 
Book of Common Prayer. The Puritans 
continued in tbe established church. 
When James I. became king they pre- 
sented the millenary petition which set 
forth their plau for the reform of the 
church. But the bishops rejected them 
and so lost tho opportunity of securing 
the unity of the church for ail English 
speaking Protestants. 

"The Puritans stcod for the rights of 
Englishmen. They had a majority iu 
the houses of commons in each of the 
parliaments of this reign. Charles I. 
dissolved three parliaments within four 
years, because they resisted his claims. 
Tbe great English patriots of that time 
were Puritans. The overthrow of the 
Stuarts was the result of the Puritan 
movement. 

"The Pilgrim Fathers were separatists 
from the Church of Euglaud. who fled 
to Holland m 1606, and who settled Ply- 
mouth iu 1620. They established the 
first Coagregatioual churches iu this 
country. They left England in tbe dark 
eat hour of English liberty, when it 
seemed to them useless to continue the 
struggle for political or religious liberty. 
They came to found a free state and a 
free church in the New World, because 
tbe old lauds seemed to them to he 
doomed to lobe their liberties. But tbe 
great majority of Puritaus coutiuued the 
struggle iu the mother couutr.v until, as 
Mr. Uume says, the whole freedom of 
the English couatitutiou was secured by 
them.”

Mr Gilman has a communication in 
another column, advocating the reference 
of the location of the boulevard in West 
Newton to the Metropolitan park com- 
mission, on the ground that the highway 
committee has been “unduly influenced” 
or to state it plainly, “bribed," to make 
a decision in favor of the northern route. 
One might retort in kiod that Mr. Gil- 
man would not make this proposition 
unless the Metropolitan park commission 
bad been “fixed" by the Fuller street 
people, but all such charges and inuen- 
doe* are in very bad taste, and no one 
who knows the members of the highway 
committee, will believe that they have 
been influenced by anything save their 
honest convictions of wbat is for the 
best interests of the city. People inter- 
ested in another route should not make 
such charges without some evidence, a* 
it renders them liable to the suspicion of 
having tried such tactics and failed. 

Circulars have also been issued by the 
advocates of the other two routes, which 
contain some misleading statements. 

They say that the Fuller street route 
is the original aud only route recom- 
mended by the boulevard commission, 
when in fact on page 14 of their report, 
the commission call attention to the 
northern location as An alternative route, 
and the papers iu the case are referred 
to the city council for such action as 
they think proper. It is also a fact that 
Hon. J. R. Leesou, the only member of 
the commission in the city, is strongly in 
favor of the northern route, and no one 
would accuse him of being bought up, 
or * unduly influenced." It is also very 
probable that Mr. Haskell would also 
favor the northern route, if he could be 
communicated with. 

The circular states th.it the northern 
route is no more direct and no shorter 
than the Fuller street route, when the 
fact is it is both, as can be seen by a 
refereuce to tbe Azures of the highway 
committee. Also both the Fuller street 
aud the uortheru route have a five per 
ceut grade. It also says that the uorth- 
eru route is almost solely in the iuterest 
of a syudioate who tvish to market their 
receDt purchase. But they purchased 
the Uud from the Fuller street people, 
at their owu figures, and heuce the Fuller 
street people have already made a profit 
out of the boulevard. Don’t tbe Fuller 
street people waut to market their land 
also? 

The circular also calls attention to the 
park offered to the city on condition 
that “a relatively inexpensive driveway” 
be built by the city, bat the cost of this 
would be $15,000. 

About the laud that will be developed 
by the several routes, the figures it the 
city engineer and assessors trll tbe story, 
aud they will be found in the report of 
tbe highway committee on page 2. The 
uortheru route has some 140,000 feet less 
laud, but all but one-eighth is dry aud 
tine buildiug laud, while more thau oue- 
fittb of tUe Fuller street laud, aud 
one-third ot the southern route laud is 
unfit for buildiug s. The valua- 

tiou of the north i .. laud is also 
oue sixth more i t . Fuller street 
laud, bv the asses-. 1 ies, and near- 
ly double that e ntheru route 

laud. 

As the highway committee say iu elos- 
iug their report, “The uortheru route is 
the most direct, cos s the least, opeus up 
the best buildiug laud,” and* these three 
reasons are very solid ones. Besides, the 
uortheru route syudica'e also offer mouey 
towards a park, if that is auy i*dU0*» 
meat.

SPECIAL MEETING ON ALDERMEN —RE- 
PORT OF moil WAY COMMITTKH OF WEST 
NEWTON It .lULKVARI). 


Both branches of tho city council met 
at City Hall, last Monday evening, every 
member being present in each branch. 

The aldermen met in Hpeoial session 
with the mayor in the chair. 

The meeting was oalled for the pur- 
pose of discussing the question, either 
favorably or otherwise, on the applica- 
tion by the town of Brookline for the 
transfer of 12 acres of land at Chest- 
nut Hill now belonging to Newton. Tne 
matter is before tho legislature whore 
one hearing has already been held and 
another is announced, and the aldermen 
wished to ascertain more light regarding 
the matter. 

Mayor Fenno said the special meeting 
was called to take action, if any was 
needed, in reference to the petition of 
the town of Brookline to the legislature 
for leave to take about 12 aores of land 
now within the limits of this city, at 
Chestnut Hill. So far as he knew no 
official action had been taken by the 
town of Brookline in bringing the matter 
before the city of Newton. 

The city engineer of Brookline had a 
talk some time ago with Mr. Noyes, our 
former city engineer, and the latter 
stated at that time that further consider- 
ation would be given the matter and a 
conference with the Newton authorities 
arranged. But nothing has since been 
done until now. It was understood that 
the town of Brookline were willing to 
give foot for foot, but the present peti- 
tion is to seoure 12 acres of land with- 
out any compensation whatever. He 
said that the matter of discharging 
sewerage from Newton territory into the 
Brookline system from that part of the 
city, was an important matter which the 
city council had not yet acted upon. 
The last hearing was postponed and a 
further postponement to Maroh 20, had 
been made. The town of Brookline 
have petitioned to take certain land from 
Boston without compensation and it is 
opposed. The suggestion of the city 
solicitor was to appoint a committee to 
investigate and arrange the matter. He 
believed some equitable arrangement for 
taking care of the sewage should be 
made. Last year they proposed to give 
Newton a piece of land belonging to 
Messrs. Saltonstall and Lowell, but it 
was not as desirable as that asked for by 
them now. 

Alderman Roffe asked why the land 
was wanted. 

The mayor said it was to enable Brook- 
line to get at a tier of lots and have them 
in Brookline territory. The laud backs 
against the Boston <& Albany tracks. 

The city engiueer, by request, showed 
a plan of the land in question. 

The mayor said n-ither Judge Lowell 
nor Leverett Saltonstall would object to 
the change, though K. M. Saltonstall 
thought it might complicate titles. The 
land is most all low. 

City Engiueer Woods in response to 
a request S lid it was taxed for $10.11)0 in 
Newtou and the Brookline property was 
taxed about $2000. 

Mayor Feuuo believed a committee 
could secure all the iuforin iti ju needed 
so as to report at the next meeting of the 
aldermen. 

At:er a short discussion an order was 
•presented and adopted, providing for the 
appointment of a joint standing commit- 
tee ot both branches to investigate the 
matter and confer with the Brookline 
authorities, nnor to the me.-ting of the * 
bo ml uext Monday night at which time 
they are to report iu favor or agaiust the 
transfer. 

The in lyor and Alderman Hunt, couu- 
cilmen Deg* n and Bullard were selected 
as that committee. 

A c mmuuioa ion was received from 
the New Yolk & Vew England rail rood 
requesting tne appointment of the fol- 
lowing as special railroad police: Jos II 
Wright. Johu W. Smith, John J. Drum- 
mey, Frink II. Merrill, Edward U. 
Grover, Weston C Shepherd. Jos. B. 
•Clark and Ch.is. H. Moore. 

The appointment of Johu F. Cotter as 
a driver in the lire department, dating 
Jrom Feb. 21, was confirmed. 

A communication was received from 
Inspector G. U. Elder referring to their 
consideration, the application of LI. D. 
Ward for permission to ereot a private 
stable 31x22 feet iu size to accommodate 
three hoises. 

On motion of Alderman Roffe the 
permit was grauted. 

A communication was received from 
Mary I. Houghton, notifying the board 
ol injuries received from tailing ou the 
ice ou Highland street. R-feriei. 

The Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Co. petitioned for location ou the south- 
erly side of Benniuglon street for poles 
aud wires, aud in accordance with the 
rules a hearing was ordered for Monday, 
March If), at 7 o’clock. 

T. M. Clark petitioned for a main 
drain and sewer in Mt. Vernon street 
and terrace, also for main drain and 
sewer in a private way near Allston 
street. Referred. 

The report of the fire committee was 
made by Alderman Kuinary favoring 
several petitions for fire alarm signal 
boxes. Accepted and referred. 

An order was theu introduced aud 

E assed locating fire alarm signal 
oxes as follows: on petition of 
Judge R. It. Bishop ou Beacou street, 
Margaret Wade, corner of Barker and 
Dedham streets, C. M. Goddard, corner 
of Barker strefet and Ridge avenue. 

Alderman Hamilton presented au 
order, appropriating $550 for rebuilding 
the Newton police, fire alarm and tele- 
phone circuit. 

Aldermau Bothfeld moved to amend 
the police ordinance so as to provide for 
three sergeants. 

The proposal of Geo. A. Blauey. et. at., 
us incorporated in the report of the high- 
way committee was read aud tiled. 

Aldermau Hunt presented a petition 
and made a motion that the Carpenters' 
Union be given the free use of City Hall 
for Wednesday, March 21. Voted. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved an adjourn- 
ment to 7 o’clock, Monday. HftfOb 10. 

There was some question regarding 
the passing of the order relating to tiro 
alarm boxes, and it was withdrawn for 
the present by Aldermau Kuuiery. 

Aldermau Bothfeld for the joiul stand- 
ing committee ou highways reported as 
follows:

It thus appears that the northern 

route is estimated to cost the city $0,735 
less than the southern and $10,790 less 
than Fuller street. If, however, the cost 
of building roads in the park offered by 
tho Fuller street people is added to the 
cost of the boulevard over the Fuller 

street line, and the cost of the possible 
widening of Homer street between 

Chestnut aud Prince is added to both 
the southern and northern routes (and 
both these contingencies are dependent 
on the location thac may be taken for 
the boulevard) we find that the northern 
will cost $23,299 less than Fuller street 
and $0,785 less than the southern. It is 
only fair, however, to state that in the 
event of the Fuller street location beiug 
taken an additional frontage of 2985 feet 
would doubtless contribute to the cost 
of construction, thus lessening said cost 
by $3,781. 

The assessors’ department reports the 
value of the land offered for parks to bo, 
southern route $1,800, Fuller street 
$8,300. 

This laud is assessed with the higher 
land to the line of Fuller s'reetatau 
average value, which, of course, is less 
than tbo better laud is worth and very 
much in excess of the v due of tbo lo-v 
land. The above figures are for the low 
laud alone. 

The area offered for park purposes 
can probablv be bad at a future time ou 
about as favorable terms as are now 
offered by the southern route people, as 
the development of the adjacent land in 
that valley is dependent ou the use that 
shall be made of the low lands. It 
would be far cheaper for the city to 
purchase the 1 ind than to accept it under 
the conditions prescribed py the Fuller 
street advocates. 

But the question of parks and the 
control and improvement of water 
cour-.es is a distinct and separate one 
trom that of the lay-out of a maiu aveuue 
or boulevard, and these offers of laud 
should have weight in this couuectiou 
only as between equally desirable routes 
for the boulevard. 

In levying betterments for the Beacon 
street boulevard the town of Brookline 
assessed laud back to a denth of 500 feet 
on each side. It is cbietly from the im- 
mediate abutting land that the greatly 
enhanced tax value is derived, although 
the whole of the adj icent territory must 
necessarily be benefitted. Figuriug on 
the same basis a6 did Brookline we find 
the following, the jures being furnished 
by the Assessors’ Department:

The joint standing committee on high- 
ways to whom was referred the several 
propositions for a location of the contral 
boulevard between Valentine stroet at 
Homer and Washington street at Fuller 
after caieful consideration, has reported 
unanimously in favor of the northern 
route. 

The committeo has given two public 
hearings, two private hearings, haa been 
over the Revertl routes in company with 
their projectors, and haa given much 
time and study to the question. The 
propositions are as follows, it being 
understood that the boulevard is to be 
one hundred and twenty feet wido and 
that the oity is to assume betterments 
on abutting land where its owners give 
land or money : 

The southern route. All land required 
for boulovard given or the city guaran- 
teed against damages for seizure of any 
part of same. 

One third of the cost of construction 
of about one fourth of its length to he 
paid by abuttors. 

A park of twenty-eight acres to be 
given the city. 

The Fuller street route. Land re- 
quired for three quarters of the length 
of the boulevard given to the city. 

Oue-lhird of the cost of construction 
of two fifths of its length to be paid by 
abuttors. 

Certain houses (five in number) to be 
moved at expense of the oity. 

A park of nearly forty-five acres to be 
given to the city on oondition that cer- 
tain roads or parkways are built by the 
oity within five years from the accept- 
ance of the gift. 

The northern route. All land required 
for the boulevard to be given for its 
entire .length, or city guaranteed against 
all d images for seizing the same and 
any interference with buildings. 

One third of the cost of construction 
of its entire length to be paid to the 
city. 

The length and cost of construction of 
the several routes as estimated by the 
city engineer is as follows:

From the above it appears that about 
one third of the laud abutting ou the 
proposed southern route is either too 
wet or too low to be desirable buildiug 
land; that more than one fifth of the laud 
abuttiug ou the Fuller street route is 
open to the same objections; while only 
about one eighth of mat abuttiug ou the 
proposed northern route is wet or low. 
It is to lie borne in mind that the area 
given as abuttiug on the southern route 
includes the frontage of the proposed 
park. 

Although the urea withiu 500 feet of 
each side of the northern route is less 
than that ou either of the others (the 
northern beiug the shortest) the valua- 
tion of the laud is one sixth more than 
the valuation of the land abutting ou 
Fuller street aud nearly double the valua- 
tion of that abutting ou the southern 
route. Both the northern aud southern 
routes traverse undeveloped land, but iu 
one case it is low laud lying between two 
hills, and iu the other, it is high land. 
The present valuation speaks plainer 
than words as to which is the better 
buildiug laud. 

A boulevard is chielly of beuefit to a 
municipality iu so far as it encourages 
the buildiug of costly residences aud af- 
fords a means of rapid transit. To locate 
such a way over the lines of au old high- 
way has been deemed unwise. The rea- 
son is obvious. Old estates are iu the 
way of quick aud proper development. 
Both of the sections of the boulevard al- 
ready laid out have been carried through 
undeveloped laud. Fuller street is one 


of our most beautiful highways. It is 
fifty feet wido and its trees alone aro of 
inestimable value. Most of these would 
have to he out down in tho event of n 
change of grade and width. 

Tho southern route runs through a low 
country with territory not fitted for 
largo and coatly estates; hence, much 
less personal property would bo brought 
into this region th in would bo the case 
if either of the otlior routes was selected. 

It is just the region for a parkway, 
and when the improvement of our water 
courses is undertaken, it is the opinion 
of our city engiueer that this valloy can 
be developed in this way at a very rea- 
sonable expense. But it D not the loca- 
tion for a main avenue intendod to bo 
built up with fine residences. 

The northern ronto is the most direct; 
costs the least; opens up the best build- 
ing land. Au objection to it is a 5 per 
cent, grade for a considerable distance, 
but the Fuller street has the same grade 
for a less distance. The southern route 
has no grade greater than 3 80 but this 
slight advantage is offset by many other 
considerations. For these reasons your 
committee unanimously recommend the 
northern location. It remains only to 
add that Messrs. George A. Blaney and 
Frederio R. Cutter, trustees, and Mr. 
George H. Ellis, have offered to give the 
city forty dollars per acre towards the 
purchase of such land as the oity may 
desire for park purposes, east of Chest- 
nut street and between Homer and Bea- 
con streets; or, if they previously secure 
said land, then they offer to give out- 
right, all the meadow land therein, tomo 
thirty acres. 

Respectfully submitted for the com- 
mittee, H. E. Bothfeld, Chairman. 

The board then adjourned. 


Common Council. 

The common council was presided 
over by President Knapp and the records 
were read and approved as the first 
busiuess. 

Before proceeding with the usual sub- 
sequent business. Councilman Parker 
moved a suspension of the rules, which 
was granted, and followed it by a motion 
to appoint a hearing on laviug out the 
central boulevard from Valentine to 
Washington streets, also on rounding 
corner of Brigbtou and Pembroke 
streets. The motion prevailed, a hearing 
being appointed in concurrence, for 
Monday. March 19. 

The passage in concurrence of papers 
from the board of aldermen then pro- 
ceeded, until the order to appropriate 
$500 for the fire department came down. 

Councilman Weed arose at that time 
to protest against the abuse of the rules 
in rhe passage of such orders. During 
his three years’ service in the council he 
could not recall an order of that nature 
that had not been passed or acted upon 
under suspension of the rules. If the 
rules were wise to have they should be 
followed, and be desired that suoh orders 
should lay on the table until the next 
meeting, according to the rules, avoiding 
hasty and sometimes unwise action. 

The council acquiesced by allowing 
every appropriation that afterwards 
came up to lay over for action at a sub- 
sequent meeting. 

The council adjourned soon after 8 
o’clock. 


HAYDEN MISSING. 


NEWTON’ 9 MAN DRESSMAKER LEAVES 
THE CITY. 


Many Newton people are interested in 
the whereabouts of Elmer C. Haydeu, 
who left town about two weeks ago, aud 
hns not since been beard from. 

HaydeD came here about five mouths 
ago and opened uo a finely furnished 
diessrcaking establishment in the Lan- 
caster block on Centre street. lie was 
the designer aud cutter. He bought his 
furnishings of a local dealer, but the 
latter got very Mt tie of the mouey. He 
hired two women dressmakers, agreeing 
to pay them high wages. 

For some time he did nothing, as the 
women looked askance ac the sign 
“modes” with a man fitter. Then re- 
turns began to cotue in from the cart s 
he sent out, aud be began to make 
money, but did not spend it for his 
debts. 

He boarded at a fashionable place for 
a mouth, but was ri quested to pay up or 
get out. Then he went to the Central 
House where, after a similar lao.se of 
time, Landlord G. W. Lamsou told him 
the same thing. Then Hayden slept in 
his own rooms and boatd.-d ut a 
restaurant. A drug store has a large bill 
uucollected, and Charles B. Lane inter 
savs he is out quite a sum for rent. Ooe 
of Hayden’s workers loses $40 and the 
other $20. 

“Mr. Hayden left hero one week ago 
last Monday without letting us know 
that he intended to leave,” said one of 
them Tuesday night. “Ho was about 
here in the early part of the day, but 
since then we have never seeu him. I 
believe that be has gone for all time, as 
there have been many of bis creditors 
here looking for him. Mr. Hayden, as 
I understand the case, owes considerable 
money, aud that is the probable cause of 
his leaving. 

“He employed another young lady aud 
myself here and does considerable cut- 
ting and designing himself. We aro 
finishing up what business he had on 
hand, and after that will probably close 
up the es’.ablishmeut. If there has been 
talk that Mr. Haydeu loft the village in 
compauy with a lady, I will state that I 
know nothing about i\”

BMUOGI.RD BEALSKIN SACK ADDIIKSSKI) 
TO lIKIti 


Special Agent Converse J. Smith of 
the Boaton office Monday divulged the 
fact that he had been notifled by Deputy 
Collector .J. E. Kelly of the Vermont 
collection district, stationod at Derby, 
Me., that two expensive sealskins hnd 
been detained by the latter for the non- 
payment of dues and that one of them 
was marked to George II. Talbot, New 
tonville, Mass. Agent Smith Rtatcd that 
an attempt hnd been made by the 
carriers of the large fur house of J. B. 
Laliberte nt Quebec to smuggle the 
goods over the line. 

Dr. Talbot was seen at his residence 
on Walnut avenue, Newtonville, and the 
statement he makes is this: 

“Last June my wife and I were on our 
way home from the World’s Fair, and 
came by the way of Canada. My wife 
has frieuds in Quebec and stopped off at 
that point to see them. Incidental! v she 
learned that sealskin sacques could be 
bought at the house of Laliberte $100 
cheaper than they could be purchased in 
the United States. She told me that she 
had ordered a sealskin and it would be 
shipped to our homo here in Nowton- 
ville in the early fall. She further tol(\ 
me that the Arm' had agr< ed to ship tho 
artiole, duties paid and C. O. D. 

“Autumn came, and with it the stories 
that the house of Laliberte had become 
noted smugglers, and I did uot wonder 
that the garment oidered by my wife 
failed to arrive. Last Thursday l re- 
ceived a letter from a government 
official in Vermont, th it he had in his 
care a package containing a sealskin 
sack which was billed to me. Do asked 
me to address to him a note showing 
reasons, if I had any, why the sack 
should not be forfeited. I immediately 
penned an answer to the official’s letter, 
requesting him to advise me in the 
matter. As yet I have received no re- 
turn letter. 

“I can account for the long delay in 
the article reaching here by only two rea- 
sons. Laliberte either held the garment 
until this late day in order that the price 
on fur might decrease or else he at- 
tempted to get it into the United States 
without paying the necessary duties. 

“I do not remember what sum my 
wife was to pay for the sacque, and I am 
unable to state, as my wife iR away just 
at present on a Southern trip.”

Are You Pleased With Your Water 
Bills? 

To the Editor of Ihe GRAPHIC:— 

As a bill is now before the “Legisla- 
tive Committee on Water Supply” for 
the appointment of a State Inspector of 
water meters, it might in this connection 
be of interest to the water takers of 
Newton to know something of the man- 
ner in which they are taxed and the in- 
justice of the present method whereby 
various makes of water meters are 
allowed. 

It is apparent if the consumers of 
water are required to pay for it by meter 
all should be compelled to have the same 
meter. Such is not the fact. Many 
householders have meters which were 
bought before taking water by meter 
was compulsory. These are of two or 
more sorts which register in some cases 
50 per cent, less than those now allowed 
by the water board. 

One inBtauce I will give as an illustra- 
tion. A family of eight having a large 
stable, three horses, two cows, numerous 
vehicles, a large lot of land, gardeu, etc., 
all requiring water, pay one-half what a 
family of five with no stable, a small lot 
and no use of garden hose are rquired to 
pay. 

These houses are located within 
stone’s tbrow of each other. The family 
in the first instance have one of the old 
meters, the other one of the two now 
allowed by the water board. Oue may 
register too little, the other may be cor- 
rect, but is it justice that owners of the 
meters uow required by the city should 
be taxed on their reading and owuers of 
other sorts be allowed to retain the 
meters that show so little consumption 
of water? 

Numerous instances cau be given 
showing tho unreliability of these 
meters. A Boston daily says, editorially, 
referring to the meters in use in that 
oity: “15 per cent, of the meters regia 
ter from 1 to 8 per cent, against the con- 
sumer. 20.50 per cent, on examinatioa 
were found uot registering at all. 55 per 
cent, required repairs of some sort be- 
fore beiug fit for service. 40 15 per cent, 
taken from service show' a loss of 
revenue to the water department of from 
3 to 90 per cent.” 

This article furthermore says: “It is 
conceded that few water works have any 
pretension to system in handling water 
meters.” As a variety of makes of 
meters are allowed, why should not each 
rate payer have bis ohoice of meter? 
This is not permitted. It would be 
ecouomy for owners of the two makes 
accepted now to consign them to the 
junk shop and buy oue of the sort that 
are allowed because they are on but are 
not allowed to be pat on. 

Many are not aware of the sorts of 
meters used and pay for water as regia 
tered by the kiDds accepted now, while 
their more fortunate neighbors ara 
naturally satisfied with the old styles 
that show for a larger family half the 
consumption of water. Citiikn.

BUILDING MATERIALS. 


SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTION FROM LAST 
YEAR’S PRICES. 


It may be interesting to compare the 
prices of building materials today and a 
year ago, and see just bow much the 
present cost favors building operations. 
Quotations of a few of the leading lines, 
taken from the Herald’s market reports, 
are given : 

The greatest difference is found in 
structural iron, and in general it may be 
said that the times are especially propiti- 
ous for large structures. Tho last quo- 
tations for beams and channels at Pitts- 
burg are 1 4-10 to 1 5-10 cents per pound. 
This time a year ago they were 2 1-10 to 
2 2-10 cents, a decrease of one-third. 

Copper is reported at 9 1-2 to 9 5-8 
cents per pound. At the same time in 
1893 it was 11 7 8 to 12 oents. 

Lumber shows less of a fall, but still 
there is a measurable advantage to the 
builder this year. Car spruce dimen- 
sions was last quoted at $13.50 to $14 50 
per thousand feel; in 1893 the figures 
were $14.50 to $15. 

Clapboards, spruce extra, can be pur- 
chased now for $.‘10 to $31 per thousand; 
cost a year ago from $32.50 to $33. Shin- 
gles, clear bring from $3 to $3.25, to $3.25 
to $3 50 in 1803, and the best laths $1.00 
to $2 per thousand, instead of $2.50 to 
$2.75. 

Good bricks may be obtained at fully 
50 cents per thousand cheaper. Roofers 
report but litilo change in the rates for 
gravel or slate roofing.. 

These quotations are fair samples for 
the general run of the staple mdteriaU 
used in building construction. It is 
more difficult to quote prices on labor, 
cases being reported where good work- 
men have taken less, and still ’ It is 
claimed that there has been no decrease 
in wages. One builder says that the ad- 
vantage comes in being aide to get the 
best workmen at schedule rates, and the 
increased efficiency arising from the de- 
sire to keep work once obtained.

BOULEYARD HEARING. 

The hearing on the location of the 
third section of the boulevard, through 
WeBt Newton, next Monday night, will 
probably call out a crowded house, as in 
spite of the excellent reasons set forth in 
the report of the highway oommittee ior 
re<* tmmending the northern route, those 
interested in the other two routes have 
not yet given up hope, and have secured 
counsel to represent them at the hear- 
ing. 

If the reporta of remarks made by 
some of tho disappointed ones are cor- 
rect, a lively time may be expected, as 
the report is that at a meeting of the 
Waban Improvement Sooiety the other 
night, one of the speakers even went so 
far as to charge that certain members of 
the highway committee had been im- 
properly influenced in favor of the north- 
ern route. 

This was a very unwise statement to 
make, as of course the members of the 
highway committee will resent any such 
charge, and very properly too. The 
members of the Newtou City Council 
are not that kind of men, and no dis- 
interested party will believe that they 
were influenced by any other reasons 
than what appeared to them to be the 
best interests of the city. Certainly the 
report which the highway committee 
made to the board of aldermen, Monday 
night, and which will be found on 
another page, gives very strong reasons 
for their action. 

Of course it is a very desirable thing 
to have such an impoitint boulevard 
laid out throug . one’s laud, as the 
profits from it would be very large, but 
when a jury of disinterested men have 
decided against a route, it is best to take 
the defeat philosophically, and to credit 
the jurors with the same patriotic 
motives as influence our own action. 

It is all right for tho friends of the re- 
jected routes to hire counsel and make 
out the strongest cise possible for them- 
selves at the hearing, as there is a possi- 
bility that the full board may be in- 
fluenced thereby, but all this talk about 
improper lutiueuces should be dismissed 
at once, and from the character of some 
of the ouusel, who will appear, ami 
their reputation for wise handling of 
buoh matters, it is not probable that 
any such bints will be thrown out. Etch 
side should rest solely on the streugrii of 
their case, and then those that can pre- 
sent the strongest arguments will wiu. 


WATER! OWN'S ELECTION. 


Watertown’s election ou Monday 
proved the most exciting one in the 
town, aud an unprecedented!.? large vote 
was polled. The contest was nominally 
between the Citizen’s ticket and the Re- 
publican, but as the lattei’s caucus was 
captured by the A. I*. A., the real cou- 
tes' came between those who believe iu 
A P. A. principles and those who do 
not. The result was that the A. P. A. 
was beaten by a large majority da nearly 
every candidate. The town had a narrow 
escape on the liceuse question, as license 
was defeated by only 12 votes. 

There was a recount ou the electiou of 
Sterling Elliott to the school board for a 
term of three years, his vote being but one 
greater thau that polled by Mrs. S. Ade- 
laide Hall, candidate of the Citizens’ party 
aud ou tbe recount the latter was ieclared 
elected. The officers elected are: .Select- 
men, Michael J Kelly, A. L. Richards, 
George II. Sleeper; towu clerk, Frederic 
E. Crickett; town treasurer, Samuel S. 
Gleasou; assessors, A. H Cole. William 
E. F.»r well, James U. Korcross; auditor, 
George S. Parker; school committee 
(tbiee years), Mrs. S. A. Hall, C. W. 
Stoue; trustees of Publio Library, (three 
years), J. A. Mead, H. P. Stack; collector 
of taxes, William E. Farwell; boairi of 
health, A. 1). Hall. J. R. Harrison, 8. M. 
Ste irns. 

The victorious Citizens' party had u 
jublicutiou when the vote was announced 
and marched about the town until after 
midnight, serenading tbe successful can- 
didates, aud altogether it was one of tho 
most exciting days in the history of tho 
old towu. 


WANTED A BARGAIN. 


Tho solectmeu of Brookline aro a 
thrifty lot, aud are evidently in search of 
hargaius, judging from the way they 
have endeavored to effect a trade with 
Newton. They have some six ucres of 
marsh laud, which can not be convenient- 
ly drained into their sewers, aud they 
thought it would he au excellent idea to 
trade it for some twelve acres of high, 


dry and fine building land in Newton, 
which has already been built upon. 

They went to work and got up a bill 
for the exchange, whloh was presented 
to the legislature, and a)hearing was hold 
before tho committee on towns, at which 
no remonstrants appeared, as the Newton 
authorities were not informed of the 
hearing, and of oonrse were uot repre- 
sented. 

All seemod to be going on favorably, 
when, unfortunately for Brookline, Alder- 
man Bothfeld happened to bo looking 
over the House dockot and caught sight 
of the bill. Ho immediately had City 
Solicitor 8loou no look up the matter, the 
committee ou towus w is notified that 
Newton would really like a chance to be 
haard from ou the matter, and au ither 
h taring secured. A special meeting o> 
t io board of aldermen was oalled and 
authority will be given to oppose any 
■uoh unfair exchange of territory. 

The occurrence is of interest as show- 
ing the way io which important matters 
can be bustled through the legislature, 
without the knowledge of oue of the 
parties obietly interested iu the matter. 
The Brookline authorities of course 
claim that they aoted in good faith, and 
that Newton was fully informed iu re- 
gard to the matter, and it appears that 
they did say something to City Eagiueer 
Noyes about it, a year or more ago., but 
they certainly did uot give any notice of 
tbe bill before the legislature or the 
bearing upou it. 


The water bills have been distributed 
by the police this week, and people who 
have had leaky tanks have been un- 
pleasantly surprised. A correspondent 
calls attention to the great variety of 
meters io use aud the seemiug un- 
fairness of the way some of the old 
meters register. If no two makes of 
meters register alike, then to ensure fair 
treatment of all the water takers, only 
one make should be allowed.

A Way Out of the Boulevard ('out ro- 
ve rsjr. 

To tlie Editor of the Graphiu; 

The present controversy over the loca- 
tion of the central bouleyard bids fair to 
leave behind it much bard feeling, uu- 
less it takes an entirely new turn. If a 
way can be poiuted out to the three 
parties to this controversy which shall 
bring in au arbitrator whose decisiou 
would command the respect of all dis- 
interested persons, this way, it would 
seem, should be favored by the citizens 
of Newtou in general. Such a plan is 
Doioted out iu a petition now in circula- 
tion, to be presented to the city govern- 
ment at its next meeting. 

The present situation may be briefly 
stated. The boulevard commission, ex 
pressly chosen to report a general plan 
lor u system of boulevards for Newton, 
aud t<> make specific recommendations 
for the beginning ui it, reported, after 
giving much time aud trouble to the 
work. The route winch they advised 
for the eastern and tbe central sections 
was accepted by ull parties without any 
opposition to speak of. Their recom- 
mendation of the Fuller street route for 
tbe western section, ou the contrary, has 
beeu i ejected by the highway committee. 
The imipositiou of the southern route 
for this section, which bus taken a very 
different aspect from that which it had 
iu the heurings before the boulevard 


commission lost spring, has also been 
rejected by tho highwny committee. 
There has thus been a decision In favor 
of tho Fuller street route hy the three 
very able aud disinterested gentlemen of 
tho boulevard commission, and a decision 
in favor of tho northern route hy tho 
highway committeo, after an amount of 

t irosaure brought to bear upon them by 
nterested parties, into the details of 
which it is not necessary to enter here. 
It. will bo sufficient to say that tho advo- 
cates of tho Fuller stroot and tho south- 
ern routes are by no means able to be- 
lievo that the report of tho highway 
committee, procured as it has beeu, de- 
serves canal respect with that of the 
boulevard commissiou. We submit that 
it will bo altogether a bad thing for the 
city government of Newton to tako a 
course which will, in auy degree, justify 
the feeiing that it bns been influenced to 
determine tbe route for the new boule- 
vard by any reason but the simple aud 
sufficient grouud that it is the best, route 
for the whole city. 

There is a method of putting the oity 

f 'overumeut in an attitude above suspic- 
on iu this matter which tbe petition 
alluded to requests may be followed. It 
is for the citv of Newtou to ask the 
Metropolitan Park Commssioo to give 
tbe opinion, after investigating the 
matter carefully, aB to the best route for 
the western section of the boulevard to 
follow. The advocates of the Fuller 
street and the Bou’hern routes will oheer- 
fully agree to the submission of tbe con- 
troversy to this able and disinterested 
commission, whose yerdiot would be 
final. No person m Newton should be 
more williug to oall on this commission 
than the oity council; they will thus he 
relieved from decidiug a controversy 
which has already raised too much feel- 
ing for the good of tbe oity, and which is 
not likely to subside soon, if. as m my be 
lieve, the committee has made a mistake. 
If the Metropolitan Park Commissioners 
should agree with the highway oommit- 
tee, the latter will have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves. But the highway 
committee, haviug set aside the report 
of the boulevard commission, will uot be 
justified iu the eyes of fair-minded men 
if they decline to ask the opiuion of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission, who are 
sure to report with entire disinterested- 
ness. 

It is then, io the interest of the good 
name of tbe city government, of tbe 
advocates of all the three routes, and of 
tbe Newton public that this petition asks 
that the opinion of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission be requested.

SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES THEY HAVE 
TO COJTEND WITH.

If one stands astride tlio narrow slot 
which is, ns it were, an artery through 
an artery of our gr*-at city on Broad- 
'way and watches the snaky cable as it 
glides along, he must pause a moment to 
consider before he can realize whnt an 
enormous amount of power it carries 
and what experiences it hus to go 
through. 

Before we tell the history of the cablo 
let us see of what it is composed. A 
strong hempen strand five-eighths of an 
inch in diameter forms the inner core. 
Around this are wrapped six steel cables, 
which are in turn composed of seven 
strands wrapped around with other 
strands of steel wire, the whole making 
a total diameter of lj inches. 

A steel roil three-eighths of an inch in 
.diameter and a foot in length weighs ap- 
proximately one pound. The difference 
in weight between this cable and a steel 
rod of the same size may be realized 
when it is known that this cable weighs 
bnt three pounds to tho running foot. 
The use of the central hemp rope is for 
the purpose of giving a certain pliability. 

In order that rust and decay should be 
avoided, the rope is kept smeared with 
tar and oil. This is what canses tho 
black shiny appearance. As one of the 
cables which obtains its power from tho 
Broadway cable house is 20,000 feet in 
length, it is not difficult to determine the 
entire weight, which in this case would 
be 60,000 pounds. The market price of 
cables being about 40 cents per foot, the 
cost of this would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $8,000 for one coil of wire. The 
Broadway company maintains six ca- 
bles, and as the approximate life of a ca- 
ble in our busy thoroughfare is little 
more than eight months it would ap- 
pear that the expense caused by the re- 
newal of cables is not a small item. In 
Denver longer cables than these exist, 
the one on the main street being 36,900 
feet in length, having a diameter of but 
li inches. Owing to the fact that there 
is less traffic in the latter city, the work 
required from the cable is not so great. 
Its life is slightly lengthened, and 10 
months may be put to its credit. 

It is quite interesting to watch the pe- 
culiarities of the cable, and when we 
stop a moment to think how the grip- 
men, when they reach the termini of a 
line, have the destruction of $8,000 
worth of property in their power we 
can see that some means is yet to be de- 
vised which will perform automatically 
the action of throwing off the grip, for, 
unless the grip is loosened as the car 
approaches the power house, when it 
reaches the place where the cable de- 
scends to the driving wheels something 
must give way, and w.hile the cable gen- 
erally has the best of the encounter 
very oftenacouplo of strands are ripped, 
which entails considerable work upon 
the repairers. 

At the Broadway power house Mr. M. 
Moore is the person who is technically 
known as the “splicer.” He was brought 
from Denver, where ho had been in 
charge of the cable in that city. He has 
about eight or ten men under him, who, 
with dexterity, make necessary repairs. 

Cables are in a measure human. They 
have their diseases, and they need their 
doctors. Mr. Moore is the medical ex- 
aminer, and from him we received sev- 
eral points concerning the troubles to 
which the cable is subjected. 

In case a cable has becoiike bent in any 
way, it is difficult, in fact almost impos- 
sible, to straighten it absolutely. The 
bend remains, and if we stoop down to 
watch its onward approach it looks like 
a huge sea serpent wriggling toward us, 
performing wonderful gyrations as it 
approaches. Several of these “kinks.” 
as they are termed, have been made iu 
the up town cable, which travels at the 
rate of 810 feet per minute. As the rate 
of the cable is invariable, by simply look- 
ing at the clock the man, whose sole 
duty it is to watch the cable, can tell at 
exactly what place the “kink” is situat- 
ed. As a matter of curiosity we inquir- 
ed of the watcher at the Fiftieth street 
power house when tho next “kink” would 
arrive. Looking at his watch and has- 
tily making a mental calculation, he an- 
swered, “Between 4:11 and 4:13.” In 
fuct the “kink” came in sight immedi- 
ately as the hands of the watch pointed 
to 11 minutes after 4. 

While it is easy to localize accidents, 
it is difficult to assign causes. However, 
recently, for some reason or other, the 
Bowling Green cable had about 1,000 
feet of strands ripped off, and the writh- 
ing, curling mass of wire, as it lay upon 
the floor of the power house, presented a 
most confused uppearance, aud one would 
be led to wonder how puny man could 
have the power to cope with such un ap- 
parently unwieldy mass. With huge 
shears, however, those pieces of metal 
are snipped off, und a new cuble must be 
put in place of the damaged portion. 

The splicing is au interesting opera- 
tion. Unlike rope, the strands are ex- 
tremely difficult to manipulate. Yet, 
with skill acquired from the continual 
work, each strand is woven into pluce 
among other strands, heavy pliers and 
marline spikes being used to separate the 
layers. When all is done, about four 
Inches of the ends of euch strand ure left 
outside the cable, aud by continued wear 
they finally break off, and the splice be- 
comes practically us a virgin cable. 
Even the trained eye of Mr. Moore U un- 
able to detect the splice after the wires 
have been thoroughly covered with tar. 
The joint is us firm and as strong as the 
Original cable. 

Delicate hands are out of place in this 
work, aud cable splicers are veritably 
“horny handed sons of toil.” Their work 
is done mainly iu the wee hours of the 
night, when truffle is ut its minimum. 
Mr. Moore assures me that with his eight 
or ten helpers he can splice iu a thousand 
feet of cable iu li hours.— Electrical Re- 
view.

Associated Charities One Experience. 

A young mm appeared at the office, 
one day in apring, with a note from the 
ladies of a ceitain neighborhood, at 
whose doors lie had been asking for 
help. They had been much interested 
in him, and felt sure of his sincerity, hut 
were wise enough to send him to the 
Associated Charities, promising to give 
him work in their gardens if we found 
him trustworthy. 1 

I asked him the usual questions, which 
be hesitated in answerincr, not eo much, 
apparently, from unwillingness to 
answer, as from a lump in his throat, 
bich he found difficulty in swallowing. 
There were some boys in the office on 
Penny Savings business, and he had so 
precisely the appearance of a man 
struggling agaiDst pride and self respect 
to make known bis wants, that I a«*ked 
him to wait till I had attended to the 
boys and sent them away. His story 
was straight-forward, except when his 
utterance was impeded by his feelings, 
and more interesting than such stories 
usually are. There were the ordinary 
incidents of a sick wife and child, but 
he made a striking nairative of his own 
Inability to support bis family. He was 
a printer, he said, from another state, 
and had negleoted to join the Union, 
until at last they refused to receive him, 
and though he found no difficulty in get- 
ting work, and always gave satixf action 
to his employers, he inevitably found 
himself, after a short time, “frozen out” 
by bis fellow workmen. He lived in 
Wakbtm, and mentioned having worked 
a little for Mr Robert Treat Paine. I 
expressed to him the sympathy I sincere- 
ly felt, aDd promised to do all I could to 
find him work. It surprised and touched 
me to see how much more brightly he 
carried himself when he went out than 
when he came in. I immediately wrote 
to Mr. Paine, who answered that tbe 
young man had made a favorable im- 
pression upon him, and he would en- 
deavor to get him work. He also sent 
me the address of a prominent charitable 
lady of Waltham, to whom I also wrote 
commending tbe family to her oversight. 

1 sent a favorable reply to the ladits 
who had sent J. to me, and they gaye 
him what ont-of-doors work they had. 

I used to meet him occasionally looking 
very bright and alert, aud I felt groat 
pleasure at tbe thought that in his, we 
had had a truly worthy case and bad 
managed it well. 

Iu the Fall, however, tbe same ladies 
reported to me that J. was at tbe doors 
again in as bad condition as ever, and 
still finding it hard to swallow his emo- 
tions. They began to feel a little dis- 
trustful, and I was sent to Waltham to 
investigate. Iu company with the above 
mentioned charitable lady, I called upon 
J. and bis family, finding him in a pleas- 
ant, well-furnished tenement, making a 
comfortable meai, though it was in the 
middle of the afternoon. He was just 
from Boston, he said, where he had been 
to get work. He was well-dressed, well- 
brushed, well-shaveu, an entirely differ- 
ent looking person from the forlorn be- 
ing I hid seen in Newton. The wife, 
who seemed a simple-minded, honest 
young person, told us that she worked 
in a mill, and had earned from seven to 
nine dollars a week all summer, aDd that 
she had laid in almost coal euough to 
last through the wiuter. J. sat silent 
during these revelatioos, and I fear must 
have given the poor woman a bad 
quarter of an hour after we left. 

Wo agreed, in talking it over, that J. 
had marked out a scheme of life by 
which he was making himself very com- 
fortable, by supplementing his wife’s 
earnings, by what he could gee by beg- 
ging. We had noticed before this, that 
if he obtained work he did not keep it 
long. His Newton patrons were notified 
of the real state of things, but I do not 
thiuk ho ever presented himself again in 
this vicinity. The next spring, a lady 
living in an opposite direction from New 
ton, became so annoyed by the im- 
portunity of beggars at the door, that 
she complained to tbe police. An 
officer was sent to her, and as she sat 
talking with him, she was called to tbe 
door by a mendicant, who happened to 
be our friend J. With the same old 
difficulty of utterance, ho was telling her 
of his inability to get work, and of the 
illness of his poor wife, when the officor 
made his appearance and said. “I will 
attend to vonr case.” J. started to ruu, 
hut the officer caught him aud took him 
to the station, where a bank book for 
uinety dollars was found upon him. His 
wife was seen, and asked if she could 
support herself without him. She said, 
“Yes, better tbap him.” He was given 
his choice of leaving this part of the 
country uever to return, or of spending 
some months in jail. He chose to leave. 

What was left of the uinety dollars 
after the costs of the trial were paid, 
were given to the wife, who got along 
somehow with her two children until 
some relatives appeared from anotber 
state and took them all home. 

Somewhere in the world, however, I 
have no doubt J. is atill struggling to 
give voice to the woe bis sufferings 
cause him, and making a good living out 
of it. M. R. M.

C. A. Jordan also objected, believing 
trees set out by him twenty-five years 
ago would be injured by the placing of 
poles and wires. 

The hearing was then closed. 

Alderman Hunt presented the petition 
of estate of Geo.

Also petition of Geo. H. Fisk for 
license to move a building from Webster 
to Crescent street, Ward Three, which 
was granted.

SOME CURIOUS FIGURES 


OF THE WAY DIFFERENT WATER METERS 
WORK. 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Your comment on leaky fixtures being 
responsible for the large water bills many 
have received is no doubt true iu some 
instances, but there are others to whom 
this tax looks unnecessarily large, 
whose plumbing is in no way responsi- 
ble. But the fact that there may bo on 
one’s premises a leak somewhere, caus- 
ing water to waste, perhaps from one 
yearly inspection to another, would seem 
to be sufficient reason why there should 
be a city inspector of water meters at 
regular intervals. 


I '‘These By-laws may ho amended in the 
i samo manner as tho Constitution. They 
may be suspended for a single mooting 
by a vote of four-fifths of the members 
presont at said meeting.” 

2. Transfer to the end of Article III. 
of tho Constitution, By-law 4, “Twonty 
members shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business;” renumber 
the following By-law accordingly ; aud in 
the heading nnd in the last By-law 
substitute "Rules” for “By-laws.” 

The addross of the evening was glvon 
by Rev. D. U. Waldron, the Boston City 
Missionary, on “Work among the Poor 
in Boston.” He stated that the City 
Missionary Society consisted of nineteen 
missionaries to minister to the wants, 
both physioai and spiritual, of the hun- 
dreds of poor fAmiliee in Boston. Dur- 
ing the year of 1893 they made more than 
47,000 visits on tho needy. Muoh eare 
has to bo exercised that the unworthy 
do not reoeive tho benefits which are in- 
tended for the widows and the families 
where the hreadwinoer is unable to earn 
the necessaries of life. Tue fresh air 
fund, one of the outgrowths of the oity 
missionary work, has increased to such 
an extent that last summer 8,812 persons 
were giveu an outing. 

The past winter has been especially 
hard for the poor and great care has 
been exercised that no family should 
suffer from cold or hunger. During the 
months of J inuary and Februaty 9,279 
visits have been made, over 2.000 families 
receiving the needed assistance.

The 
size of family, and construction, and 
dimension of bouse being approximately 
the same and naturally the size of water 
bills should also be similar.

in No. 9 the bill was of course $10.00 the 
minimum charge, but the consumption 
of water as shown by the motet was 
$6.02. These selections from one por- 
tion of the city appear to demonstrate 
that the householders uow using the 
later makes of meters, are ctlledouto 
pay mucU more than the owners of the 
old styles, which are not today accepted 
by the water board. If they are not ac- 
curate, and their use shows u loss of 
revenue to the water department, why 
should they be continued in servici ? It 
they are correct then others should be 
allowed to have them, in fact should he 
compelled to have them. 

If the newer sorts are better,* more ac- 
curate, these should be demanded. If 
none of the ten kinds are correct there 
may be other makes that are not repre- 
sented that are better, but at all events 
in justice to all cousumers of water, they 
should be taxed by the same meter, 
whether iufallible or not. 

One case iu a different ward, from 
which the previous illustrations were 
taken, I will give, where the grounds com- 
prise some acres, a very large garden, a 
stable, etc. The owner distributes water 
as far as 300 feet of hose will reach iu 
addition to what domestic use a family 
of live require, and a fountain which is in 
play more or less. He pays $16.00. 

Iu view of these discrepancies it ap- 
pears a proper inquiry to rate payers, 
what do you think of the present sys- 
tem, aud cau it not be made more equita- 
ble to all oousumers? Citizen.

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THE THREE ROUTES. 


AN INTKRRHTINO UK A It I NO ON WEST NKW- 
TONB KN!» OR TUB BOULEVARD. 


The hearlDR on the three route* pro- 
posed by interested and disinterested 
parlies for the extension of the central 
boulevard from Valontiuo to Washing- 
ton street was held Monday evening be- 
fore both branches of the Newton city 
government. 

The City Hall in which the meeting 
was held was nearly filled, ladies as well 
as gentlemen being among the 000 or 
more present. 

Mayor Fenuo, with tho members of the 
city council gathered about hinym the 
platform, opened tho hearing promptly 
at 8 o’clock and road a petition from 
supporters of the so-called southern 
route asking for a hearing in which to 
present their claims, signed by W. H* 
Oould, H. Langford Warren, L. K. Har- 
low, William Seville and others. The 
executive stated that the alderman hud 
voted to set apart one hour for the hear- 
ing of theso petitioners, the remainder 
of the evening being allowed foi the 
regular hoaring on the northern route. 

Mr. Wm. C. Strong of Waban opened 
the hearing ou the southern route and 
spoke as follows. 

As the southern route for the third 
section of tho boulevard was first sug- 
gested by him to the commission he 
thought it proper to state briefly its 
history. The combinations in favor of 
the Fuller street and northern routes hud 
anticipated him and no pledges or con- 
cessions could nt first be obtained. The 
commission said, since not a foot of 
right of way or a dollar was pledged, and 
the other route offers were so liberal, it 
was impossible to consider the southern 
route. This led to the report that it had 
been rejected as unworthy consideration, 
that the land was low, spongy and ot 
little value, and the suction remote and 
out of the question. 

A disagreement between the advocates 
of the other routes last autumn enabled 
him to obtain concessions and pledges, 
which are extremely advantageous and 
ought to relieve the route from all mis- 
conception and misrepresentation. 

An ideal grade cau be obtained, which 
is of prime importance for a great 
thoroughfare. Instead of a grade.of 3.8 
as stated in the report of the highway 
committee, the careful survey of E. S. 
Smilie shows the highest grade to be 2.7 
per cent, and this for only 200 feet where 
Chestnut street crosses. Even this grade 
can be reduced by tilling. 

In marked coutrast tne northern route 
requires the astonishing grade of 5 per 
cent, for 1400 feet at one stretch and 
then comeB a out of 8 to 12 feet, followed 
by a descent of 450 feet at the same 
grade into a valley, involving another 
climb of 400 feet at 4 per cent, in order 
to attain the level of Chestnut streec; a 
surprisingly up and down course for a 
modern pleasure drive. The climb up 
Fuller street hill is bad enough, but this 
is for more than twice the distance. 

Considering the cost of construction 
and maintenance, in additiou to the use 
of such grades, it is no wouder the high- 
est engineering authorities have pro- 
nounced this route absurd. 

The southern route will have a firm 
road bed for its entire distance, opening 
up lauds on either side, which with very 
slight expense can bo made as drv as any 
in Newton. The land offered for a park 
will exceed 30 acres, iustead of 28 as 
stated by the highway committee, Mr. 
Gilman having consented to give all his 
laud south of the liue. The boulevard 
being contiguous to the park would give 
a reservation of 40 acres including the 
road bed. This wildwood park at trifling 
cost could be made one of the most de- 
lightful spots in the city, comprising as 
it does large forest trees growing along 
the banks of a babbling brook. 

He commeuded the report of the high- 
way committee for its ability and candor, 
yet believed it a grave mistake to under- 
value this proposed park donation. 
Speaking of his own gift of 8 acros of 
high, dry and heavily wooded hillside, he 
said the taxable value of this lot alone 
was $2440, whereas the southern route is 
credited by the report but $1800 for the 
entire donation. This report also inti- 
mates that the land cau be obtained at 
any future time at low cost, which is not 
so, as without the boulevard the laud 
could not be made available without 
large expenditure, and it is improbable a 
way could again be secured at any price, 
running us it does through land belong- 
ing to the Newton cemetery and of op- 
posing owners. The other routes are 
secure in any event. 

The southern route is within OCX) to 1,- 
000 feet of Fuller street and the land of 
the syndicate, and would largely increase 
the value of tbut land as illustrated by 
the beacon street boulevard in Brook- 
line. 

At 8 08 o’clock while the speaker was 
in the midst of his argument the electric 
lights went out leaviug the hall in dark- 
ness except for two or three burning gas 
jets, staying the proceedings until the 
hall could be re-illuminated. 

The mayor simply remarked it as a 
'‘good object lesson ou the electric light 
service.” 

The speaker theu submitted an im- 
partial communication, presented per- 
sonally by him to representative citizens 
of the city for their signatures, referring 
to the advantages; of the two routes, 
(northern and southern.) It was signed 
by James F. C. Hyde, CbarleB C. Burr, 
Warren P. Tyler, Frauds Murdock, 
Charles T. Pulsifer. J. Howard Nichols 
and Wm. Seville. He quoted the opiniou 
of Edward E. Hardy of Auburndale. who 
driyes over this seotion, more, probably 
than any other man, sayiug he decidedly 
favored the proposed southern route, be- 
cause of the easy grades and the beauty 
of scenery. Capt. Kaulett also expressed 
himself strongly iu its favor. A petition 
in favor of the route was presented, 
signed by E. P. Beaver, L. K. Harlow, 
Wm. Buffum, S. A. Iteadiug and 100 
others. 

Letters from Mr. Dwight, head of the 
American Express Co. iu Boston, who 
travels over Fuller street frequently, aud 
Frederick Johusou were submitted. 

JOHN D. QOODUICU TltK NKXX SPEAKER. 

Mr. J.B. Goodrich said that this was uot 
a question of present exigency. especial- 
ly as to the northern route. This was to 
be something more than a highway : it 
was more of a parkway than a road, aud 
this the city council had no authority to 
luy out. There was danger of absolute 
prohibition of actiou by the supreme 
court. There were legal quustious in- 
volved. The city oould uot luy out a 
road for the purpose of devoting it to a 
street railway ; it could lay out a high- 
way, aud afterward allow a railway to 
use it. This wus uot uu ordinary case of 
laying out a street or highway. The 
question of a parkway, said the highway 
commission, could bu considered at any 


time. But the questions of a boulevard 
and of a parkway now faced them. Why 
not consider them togethei? 

This boulevard or parkway was not 
being laid out ns a case of necessity, but 
to provide desirable loca ions for fine 
estates and residences. The report of 
the highway committee does not recog- 
nize that. Why should they relegate to 
some distant day the development of 
wnste places when such an opportunity 
presents itself. 

The city council is confronted with 
two propositions, one of a narkway and 
the other of a boulevard. The proposi- 
tions are before it at the same time and 
must be considered together. 

The construction of broad avenues 
connecting towns is a new departure iu 
the policy of the commonwealth. The 
legislature has established a board of 
park commissioners for the purpose o, 
giving this subject atteutiou aud study! 
and this board has powers and jurisdic- 
tion extending over the entire metropoli- 
tan district, and it has jurisdiction in 
Newton. This commission is for the 
purpose of laying out parkways and 
breathing spaces for the people. The 
commission has $1,000,000 spot cash with 
which to do this work, and the city of 
Newton is forced to pay its proportionate 
share for all work performed within the 
metropolitan district. It is desirable, 
from a financial point of view, for tho 
oity to secure back some ot the money 
which it is compelled to expeud iu 
beautifying other localities. How can it 
better begin than on this project? 

Newton wants this park commission 
to do something in this region. There 
is no haste. Take your tin.o and have 
no snap judgment in this matter. It is 
more important to Newton that the 
picturesque places in the city bo pre- 
served than that our stroets shall bs 
lined with fine houses. Now is the time 
to secure open breathing places. L*y 
out tne northern route if you like, but 
the southern route haB its advantages 
for our families and our childieu. The 
controlling motive, in laying out ibis 
boulevard, is for the people of the whole 
metropolitan district to drive over. It 
is urged that the northern route is near- 
er; but what man who owns a driving 
horse would prefer a heavy grade to a 
level road? This proposed road is for 
pleasure driving and the most pleasurable 
route should be chosen. 

There is a tremendous importunity or 
the highway committee in this matter, 
we admire the men who are willing to 
risk their money in such ventures, aud 
the city government naturally like to 
encourage them. But it is more imDort 
ant in the eyes of the citizens of New- 
ton to letain and develop the uatural 
attractions of the city than to seek tax 
returns in more houses. 

If there are any persons who know 
how to lay out a boulevard or pars way 
it is such men as Ernest W. Bowditcb 
and Fiederic L. Olrastead. Has any 
landscape authority spokeu in favor of 
the northern route? 

A letter from Mr. Ernest W. Bowditcb 
was read, which favored the southern 
route from the standpoint of grades, 
topography, character aud other engineer- 
ing leasous. Another letter from the 
well-known landscape architect was pre- 
sented, in which he said that it was evi- 
dent that very much finer effects could 
be obtained ou the southern route. 

Letters from the metropolitan Dark 
commissioners were read, in one of 
which Mr. F. L. Olrastead indoised the 
southern route as tho best for the boule- 
vard from the standpoint of its useful- 
ness to the metropolitan district. 

Inclosing, Mr. Goodrich asked that the 
city consider other things than the in- 
crease of taxable property, aud not act 
hastily. 

Mr. E. S. Sm lie, who surveyed the 
southern route, was then called upou by 
Mr. Goodrich. He said he had been pre- 
possessed in its favur from the easy 
grades obtainable aud the natural 
pictureBqueness of the surroundings. In 
laying out a new' street an eugincer 
chooses if ho can the natural contour of 
the grouud for its location. A grade 
could here be produced on which a horse 
could trot the whole distance, which the 
northern w uld not admit of. Speakiug 
of the northern route as favorable to 
rapid trausit he said au electric car 
would Iobo time ou both up aud down 
grades where a level road would present 
no such interference, thus enabling it to 
travel the added distance ou the south- 
ern route in the Hame time. Tho uortb- 
oru route had a forest growth and 
swamp of 1000 feet to cut through, 
which would be an increased expeuse. 
Theu the land available for building pur- 
poses would be much more cut up aud 
leave smaller lots thau ou the southern 
route, which when figured at a fair ad- 
vance for the improvement expected 
would mean thousands of dollurs iu 
favor of the southern route, bo much 
more laud would be benefited. The oity 
would not only get a boulevard but a 
park, iu additiou, on the southeru route 
at one operation. A slight detour would 
give tho boulevard a width of 500 feet. 
The soil could be easily drained by the 
brook which lias a fall of 15 feet. The 
laud available for buildiug would be 
from 100 to 700 feet iu depth. 

The cultiug would be very little, al- 
most all the work being filling, which 
could be done at slight expeuse. 

Iu answer to a question he said he had 
always paid extra for extracting stumps 
and for rook cutting when buildiug 
streets. This wus not reckoned iu ou 
estimates. • 

Mr. R. S. Gorham read a portion of 
the letter iu the Newtou Graphic of 
Feb. 23 from Mr. Strong as follows: 

"So far from ‘being in great part low 
and spongy,’ every foot of the course, 
with the exception of the 75 feet in 
width, which has a depth of mud of 3 
1-2 feet, whioh must be excavated, has 
been showu to be solid ground, requir- 
ing no removal except the loam.” 

He asked Mr. Smlhe if tho estimate of 
mud in that section was conservative? 

Mr. Smilie replied that he believed Mr. 
Strong more competent to judge us his 
investigation was uot sufficient to state 
otherwise. 

Mr. Goodrich answered the querie by 
quoting from the letter signed by Geo. 
H. Frost uud Geo. D. Dix in the Graph- 
ic of March 21. 

‘‘The only mud (muck) is a strip 75 
feet in length uear where this route 
outers Fuller street, the rest ot the wuy 
being hard firm soil atter removing the 
loam.” 

This olosed the special hearing for the 
southeru route aud at 0 o’clock the hear- 
ing for remonstrant* aud others ou the 

C reposed uortheru route, recommended 
y the highway committee, wus opeued. 
The electric lights had reasserted 
themselves by this lime aud the hearing 
proceeded without iuterruptiou, the first 
speaker to oppose the route being Mr. 
II. G. Pickering, of the Childreu’s Aid 
Society of Boslou, who is ulso one of the 
directors of the Pine Farm school, 
located ou Fuller street, lie spoke in 
favor of the Fuller street route. Not us 
uu udvocate of that location because the 
value of the Pine Farm property might 
increase in value, for ho believed that 
cousiderutiou had uo place iu the deoiaiou 
| of a matter so important, but believing 


that tho report of the boulevard commis- 
sion should have weight and that the 
usual custom of not. departing from good 
highways in bmilevarri construction 
should be observed. The report of the 
commission alone is a strong and cogent 
reason why Fuller street should he 
choion. Mr. Pickering doubted if ever 
the assent of a street railway company 
to run its tracks over the northern route 
oould be gained. 

Rev. Nicholas P. Gilman said ho was 
not a resident of Newton, hut a tax- 
payer. Instead of proceeding on the 
matter before the mayor and city council, 
he referred to 1 is recent letter to the 
Graphic and Journal aud continued 
sarcastically in reference to the former, 
clniming that an article written in refer- 
ence to his communication distorted and 
misrepresented its contents. He said 
the editor of the Ghaphic had allowed 
his imagination to run much more loosely 
than he should, and advised him in future 
not to quote from communications sent 
to his publication unless he could do so 
intelligently and oorrectly. 

He disclaimed any intention of re- 
flecting on the highway commission, iu 
his published letter. He suggested, 
however, that the advice of tho Metro- 
politan park commission would be valu- 
able. The advocates of both the Fuller 
street aud the southern route were 
willing to Bubmit the matter to tho park 
commission. He charged that the ad 
vocates of the northern route had tried 
and wore still trying to obtain a snap 
judgment. He urged that the advocates 
of all three routes agree to submit the 
matti r to the park commission in tho in- 
terest of peace. 

E. B Towue objected to the northern 
route because it damaged his property 
and claimed that public necessity and 
convenience did not warrant the follow- 
ing of this route, since other routes were 
proposed. 

Mr. Strong wanted to hear from Mr. 
E. W. Bowditcb, but he was uor. present. 

The mayor to Messrs. Pickering and 
Gilman: 

Do you object to the northern route 
because it will damage your property? 

Mr. Gilmau— yes, sir. 

Mr. Pickering thought it would be of 
do beuei t to the Pine Farm school. He 
did not speak from an interest iu land 
values. 

Mr. F. F. Raymond, 2d, presented a 
remonstrance against the northern route, 
mainly because it appeared to be in the 
interest of a land scheme, and further, 
that a boulevard should not be laid out 
over Drivate property, when it could be 
avoided. He read the following: 

The undersigned land owners upon 
Homer and Fuller streets protested 
against the adoption of the northern 
route, because public necessity and con- 
venience do not require it and the prime 
object appears to be the promotion of a 
real estate speculation. Because the 
city’s money should be put where it will 
benefit the greatest number aud uot used 
to assist a private land syndicate. The 
principle of procuring large gifts of laud 
or money to influence the city council to 
consider an unnecessary project, was 
unwise. They protested against such 
unnecessary injury to property of a 
private citizen when another route would 
answer, and against tbe city accepting 
pay from a private interest for a con- 
sideration of this kind, unless impossible 
to otherwise lay out. The questions 
here involved are similar to those now 
pending before the Supreme Court and 
uo action should be taken until that is 
settled. Legislation may direct the 
manner of adopting such routes to a 
ballot by the citizens. Because a bill is 
now pending to place main boulevard 
development in the bands of tho Metro- 
politan park commission. The northern 
route is objectionable because it is not 
adopted by the boulevard commission, 
they haviug decided for Fuller street 
after investigating both, and it is a side 
route through land not requiring de- 
velopment, with difficult grades and 
forms two triangular Btrips of land 800 
feet long between it and Homer street in 
one instance and Fuller iu the other, 
which do not average 200 feet iu width. 
It would make Homer and Fuller streets, 
buck streets, causing great damage to 
abutting property. They object to beiug 
assessed to help a private syndioate to 
market its lauds or to pay tribute to aid 
in the damage of their own property. 
The claims and offers of old oitizeus who 
have paid thousands of dollars to the city 
in taxes, receiving little or no benefit in 
return, should not be ignored. 

This bore the signatures of F. F. Ray- 
mond, 2nd, Edward B. Towue, Nicholas 
P. Gilman and Henry P. Pickering. 

The communication from Messrs. 
N. P. Gilman, E. B. Towue, George II. 
Frost, H. G. Pickering (for the Pine 
Farm school) aud F. F. Ray maud, 2d. It 
is addressed to Hou. J. R. Leesou, under 
date of March 0, aud is as follows: 

Dear Sir — It seems that the highway 
committee aud others misapprehended 
tho uature of the boulevard commission- 
ers’ supplemental report. We are in- 
formed that they cousider that it is a 
recommendation of the northern route, 
aud as our assurauces that it was uot in- 
tended as such, aud that you stated to 
us in Mr. Haskell’s absence you could 
uot change the previous recommeudatiou 
of the commission, which was iu favor 
of Fuller street, does not seem to be 
effective iu overcoming this impressiou, 
may we trouble you to state to us the 
position of the commission in regard to 
it, that there cau be no misunderstand- 
ing. 

To this Mr. Leesou replied, uuder date 
of March 12: 

Geutlemeu— Your courteous oomtnuui- 
oation, duted March 9, was received by 
me today. Since its receipt, I have 
agaiu looked over the additional report 
of the boulevard commission. That re- 
port, while brief, states the reasons, as 
it seems to me, for the action taken by 
that portion of the commission which 
signed it with sufficient explicitness, aud, 
as it would seem, supplies uo adequate 
reusuu for such misapprehension of its 
nature as you state to exist. 

This haviug been sutficieutly evident 
to me during the discussion of this part 
of the report, it has seemed to me un- 
necessary as well as undesirable for uie 
to make auy further statemeut in regard 
to this matter, although asked to do so 
by various geutlemeu representing the 
different aspects of the case. 

Your| formal request for a written 
statemeut from me is of such u nature us 
leaves me, with due regard to the courte- 
sy whioh you severally have extended to 
me, uo option. I. therefore, briefly com- 
ply with your request. 

The boulevard couimissiou, as you 
kuow, is no longer in existence. Even if 
it were, nuder the circumstances it 
would not he seemly for mo to presume 
to express auy opiniou for the conimis 
•i00« When my lute associate, Mi. ( Ion 
verse, aud i signed the additional report 
for the commission, we were both 
strongly impressed iu favor of the pro- 
position ill regard to tho so-called 
"uortliern route” for the boulevard, us 
at that time presented, but iu view of 
the previous actiou of tho whole com- 
mission aud of the absence of one mem-

The reports of the hard feelings en- 
gendered by the contost, as reported In i Thursday, March 29, 1894, 

the Boston papers, were very pleasantly I J 

disposed of by Mr. Gorham, in a witty 
speech which named ovor all the ad- 
vocates of the Fuller street and southern 
routes, in a way that proved that men of 
such character could not possibly have 
any but the kindest feelings towards 
every one. 

Alter a careful hearing of all the 
testimony, we do not see how the high- 
way committee can discover any reason 
for changing their minds, and they will 
probably pass an order adopting the 
northern route, at the next meeting of 
the City Council. The sooner the whole 
matter is ended, and the localities af- 
fected settle down to the normal condi- 
tion, the better it will be for all parties. 


MR. GILMAN’S LETTER. 


Mr. N. P. Gilman, in his remarks at the 
boulevard hearing, did not approve of 
the comments of the Graphic on his 
letter, and disclaimed any intention to 
reflect in any way on the highway com- 
mittee, and claimed that his letter would 
not bear such a construction. We have 
no intention of treating the gentleman 
unfairly, but if the English language can 
be made to mean anything, it would 
seem that whon Mr. Gilman says in his 
letter, “a decision in favor of the north- 
ern route by the highway committee. after 
an amount of pressure brought to bear 
upon them by interested parties, into the 
details of which it is not necessary to enter 
here,” that something unfavorable to 
the highway committee is implied. 

He also said that the report of the 
highway committee “procured as it has 
been,” does not deserve equal respeot 
with the report of the boulevard com- 
mission aod again says: 

We submit that it will be altogether a 
bad thing for the city government of 
Newton to take a course whioh will, in 
. any degree, justify the feeliDg that it has 
been influenced to determine the route 
for the new boulevard by any reason but 
the simple and sufficient ground that it 
is the best route for the whole city. 

He also speaks or a reference to the 
Metropolitan Park commission as “a 
method of putting the city government 
above suspicion.” 

Possibly Mr. Gilman intended to cast 
no reflection on the hunesty or the up- 
rightness of the highway committee, but 
if so he was unfortuuate in his use of 
words. 

To charge that a committee is 
“under suspicion,” to say that there is 
a feeling that it has been “influ- 
enced” by other reasons than the best 
interests of the city; that its recom- 
mendation was procured by “pressure 
from interested parties,” the details of 
which “it is not necessary to enter into,” 
is not language that the ordinary man 
would use when he wished to say chat he 
bad the fullest confidence in the honesty 
and disinterestedness of a committee. 

The committee, however, are probably 
willing to accept Mr. Gilman’s apology, 
and to quote from his criticism of the 
-Graphic, he should not write a letter 
and have it published, without finding 
out the plain and evident meaning of his 
words. The Graphic still does not be- 
lieve that we have meu oil the highway 
committee who can be regarded with any 
justice as “under suspicion” of being 
improperly ‘‘influenced.” however great 
the “pressure” that can be brought to 
bear upon them, by “interested parties,” 
the details of whioh Mr. Gilna m says “it 
is not necessary to eutei into.” It might 
have added interest to the hearing, if Mr. 
GilmaD had entered into those “details,” 
instead of confining himself to the in- 
sinuations conveyed by these words. 

The highway committee are willing to 
stand fair critioism of their actions, but 
they do not think such charges come 
under that beading, and they could not 
be expected to see auy reason for chang- 
ing their recommendations, after having 
been subjected to such criticism. 

THE BOULEVARD HEARING. 

The hearing ou the laying out of the 
boulevard through West Newton, drew a 
crowd of spectators that tilled the seats 
in City Hall and evidently took a lively 
interest in the proceedings. It was 
evident that the sympathies of the 
audience were with the highway com- 
mittee aDd the northern route, as the 
speakers in favor of the latter were 
enthusiastically cheered, while the ad- 
vocates of the other routes had no such 
encouragement. As the audience was a 
representative one, this in itself was an 
indication of the feeling of the oitizeus. 

The strong points of the three rout* s 
were ably presented, but nothing es- 
sentially new was brought out, and it 
was evident from the arguments pre- 
sented, why the highway committee had 
reported in favor of the northern route, 
as the weight of argument was greatly 
on that side. Some of the figures of the 
committee were called iu question*, but 
as they were furnished by the city engin- 
eer and the assessors, it is hardly possi- 
ble to successfully dispute them, as these 
men ought to be the highest authority ou 
all city mattbrs that come withiu their 
province. 

Fortunately the hearing was conducted 
ou a high plane, und all but one speaker 
refrained from anything like person- 
alities, and even he expressed the 
gieatest confidence iu the highway com- 
mittee individually and collectively. 
“They are all honorable meu,” as 


Many Newton people are wondering 
what has become of the petition that 
has been sent to the Superior Court, for 
the appointment of a commission on the 
abolition of grade crossings. It has 
probably been received by the couit, but 
uo one can expect our courts to act 
hastily in the matter, and the judges will 
get around to it in course of time, if not 
this year, then some other year. No 
decision has yet been received, as to the 
dispute over the first section of the 
boulevard. Work might have been be- 
gun a month ago, if a decision had been 
given, aud it is of groat importance to 
Newton to have the matter settled, as a 
number of parties have made arrange- 
ments to buy land and build handsome 
residences, as soon as the boulevard is 
laid out. The city is all ready to begin 
the work, a great many men would find 
employment, aud the valuation of the 
city would be largely increased, if the 
court would only make their report, 
“The Law’s delay” is not a fiction in 
either of the cases referred to. As for 
grade crossings, if anything iB done the 
present century it will cause geueral 
surprise.

Rev. Mr. Patrick closes ills ministry 
with the universal esteem aud kindly feel- 
ing of ail his people. lie was horn in 
Wurreu, Muss., Sept. ‘JO, 1827. lie wus edu- 


cated at Amherst College and Andovr 
.Seminary, graduating from the former in 
1H4H and from the latter In 1853. He was 
first settled In Bedford, Mass., where he 
remained over six years. He served in the 
legislature from that town In 1857. His 
only other nnstornte has been at the Con- 
gregational church here.

ber.alno because of our entire confidence 
in the judgment and ability of the city 
council with all the facts before it to de- 
cide upon this matter w isely, we deemed 
it advisable to refrain Irom the expres- 
sion of any preference in the matter. 

The favorable view which seemed to 
be the natural » fleet of a careful consid- 
eration of the case at that time given 
lias in my own mind, been in no way 
lessened. On the contrary, taking all 
the circumstauces fairly into account, it 
would seem to me, speaking for myself 
as a private citizen ouly and disassociat- 
ing myself from the commission, that 
the interest of the taxpayers of Newton 
will bn subserved should the city council 
in its wisdom couclude to accept the 
liberal propositions which have been 
made to it by those favoring the adop- 
tion of the northern route so-called. As 
before stated, 1 shou'd have much pre- 
ferred to say nothing on this subject, 
other than what has already appeared in 
connection with my official action upon 
the boulevard commission. 

Mr. E. P. Seaver said he was not in- 
terested other tbau as a citizen of New- 
ton, in either of the proposed routes, but 
in behalf of the general interest of the 
citizens at large, he believed they would 
protest against the northern route. It 
looks very generous for these gentlemen 
to come forward and offer to pay one- 
third the cost— they want to add as much 
sweetness, as much sugar as they can— 
but it is never to bo forgotten that two- 
thirds of that cost is to be paid by the 
taxpayers of Ne'Vftonl And it gives them 
a superior interest in this matter. 

Suppose the three routes were already 
built. How many would go over to the 
hills on the northern route in preference 
to the easy grades of the southern? 

Fuller street is bad enough. 

It is perfectly absurd to propose a 
boulevard for pleasure driving up and 
down hill, with a grade of live teet in 
00 . 

The fact is those pecuniarily interest- 
ed, have a good deal to say while the 
taxpayers, who are not directly interest- 
ed, are slow in coming forward. There 
is plenty of time for the city council to 
maturely consider this matter. It is no 
matter for snap judgment.

northern route extolled the advantages 
of the northern route over all others pro- 
posed. He was not pecuniarily Inter 
ostod and declared thero was not such an 
ill-feeling in the matter as had been 
described. He thought the interests of 
the city at large demanded the northorn 
route. 

Tho mnyor read a letter from Mr. 
Lucius G. Pratt, which said that while 
ho had no personal interest in tho matter 
lie was in favor of the northern route. 

Some one suggested that Mr. Olmstend 
supervised tho laying out of Chicago’s 
fine parkways last summer. 

“Well,” said Mr. Gorham, “The man 
who can make a park out of the sand of 
Chicago could make t Paradise out of 
the southern route.” [Laughter aud ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Goodrich in closing agreed with 
Mr. Barnard that real estate purchasers 
sought high grouud for building resi- 
dences. but this questiou, he said, could 
not be settled ou a basis of quick returns 
or from a commercial standpoint. 

Newton would not be the Garden City 
if its development from such a stand- 
point bad prevailed. 

It had been stated that the matter had 
been before the puplic for a long time, 
which was not so, the hearing tonight 
being the tlrst chance the public had had 
upon it. He asked for mature delibera- 
tion before a decision was m ide. 

The hearing was then closed.

Collins, a resident of 
Homer street, objected to the route as it 
would almost obliterate his small estate. 

If the street in front of his house was 
widened he believed it might benefit 
him. 

The mayor assured him that he could 
claim damages from the city for all 
injuries. 

Mr. Collins said the city would never 
pay for one-half the damage they would 
do. 

Mr. Geo. A. Blaney opened the side of 
the petitioners favoring the northern 
route, saying he was one of the projec- 
tors. The northern route was reported 
on equal terms with the Fuller street 
route, when recommended by the boule- 
vard commission, and hearings on both 
routes were granted. He read a letter 
to Joseph R. Leeson from N. P. Gilman, 

F. F. Raymond, 2d, W. N. Towne and 
others, asking that gentleman regarding 
the position of the commission on the 
northern route, and stating that they 
understood the highway committee to be 
under a misapprehension on that idea. 

A letter which they tailed to submit to 
this meeting when they read his reply. 

He read a letter from Mr. Leeson L 
showing that the northern route was 
considered as an alternative route in the 
report of the commission. The city 
government have accepted that report, 
and after consideration have decided to 
lay out the boulevard ou the northern 
line. 

There was no trouble to be apprehend- 
ed from an adverse decision of the 
superior court in this matter, as suggest- 
ed by Mr. Goodrich, as they have dealt 
with a similar question before. The city 
of Boston’s authority to lay out a 
boulevard 200 feet wide was tecognized, 
and he saw uo reason why the city gov- 
ernment of Newton could not do the 
same. 

As to calling in the Metropolitan Park 
Commission, they have uo authority to 
lay out boulevards aud a bill to give 
them that power had been adversely re- 

f »ortei on by the Legislature. He be- 
ieved the citizeus of Newton, West New- 
ton and Auburndale know wliut they 
want and that the city council were able 
to docide this question. 

The 2000 feet of 5 per cent, grade 
mentioned on the other side was divided 
into 1400 feet oue way aud GOO the other 
and is uot an objectionable grade. The 
Fuller street grade is 7 and ;» per cent, tor 
1200 feet. 

The boulevard in Brookliue designed 
and constructed under the supervision of 
Mr. F. L. Ol instead had cuts of 30 feet 
and a 5 per cout. grade which are no 
worse than those of the northern route. 

Mr. B. S. Palmer was surprised to fiud 
so much unanimity of opinion in the 
northern route, as he had heard ex- 
pressed. It opens up the best building 
laud and the residents of West Newtou 
hill had cjnfideuce in the syndicate 
which was developing the new country. 

Ex-aldermau Arthur F. Luke was dis- 
interestedly in favor of the northern 
route as it would return more in taxes 
aud would he the best for the city. It 
has the indorsement of the City Engin- 
eer, Mr. Noyes, superintendent of streets 
aud the highway committee aud when 
the matter had been before the com- 
mittee, except two members, for nearly a 
year, he believed action could now be 
iooked for. The committee, were askiug 
nothing against the boards oouvictiou 
aud wheu that conviction was leached, 
action should he forthcoming. 

Mr. Thomas U. Fitzpatrick, who called 
himself one of those who would have to 
pay the tax cost, said that for the sake 
of the proper development of the city, 
he urged the selection of the northern 
route, which was much the best. He 
favored eaily action, and remarked that 
it was uot u compliment to the city 
council to propose to refer the question 
to the park commissioners. 

Further delay would be au anuoyauce 
aud of uo advantage. The projectors of 
the southern route would uot ask for 
delay were their route selected ! He had 
been over the grouud aud believed uo 
intelligent citizen could do other than 
favor the northern route. 

Mr. Vernon E. Carpenter favored the 
northern route. It was situated nearer 
the village and would he subject to the 
improvements goiug ou iu the vicinity, 
while the southern route would for yeais 
to come be overgrown with weeds aud 
thistles, so loth are home seekers to 
settle iu the valleys. 

Mr. .Samuel Barnard said the drift of 
population was to the hills. The north- 
ern route would bring great activity to 
the real estate market aud create an im- 
mediate demand. Nine-tenths of the 
people todav are buying ou the hills. 

Mr. Char! les F. Howland, for mauy 
years a resideut of West Newtou, 
thoroughly acquainted with the to- 
nography of the country, indorsed what 
Mr, Baruard said.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

TIIK NORTIIKKV ROOT* SELECTED A 
Vitro— A 12 ROOM SCHOOL HOUSE AT 
WEST NEWTO.Y FAVOUICD — WATER 
RATES CHANGED— AN ITALIAN SHANTY 
—AND WHAT CAME OF IT. 

The Newton city council met at City 
Hall, M inday evoning, and managed Jo 
dispose of a good deal of important 
business. 

The mayor and aldermeu were present 
in special session astho expiration of the 
limit of the proposition made by the 
projectors of the northern bonlovard 
location occurred on April 1, and it was 
desirable to further consider this matter 
before its expiration. 

The mayor called the board to order at 
7.30 o’clook, and the reading of the 
records was postponed on motion of 
Alderman Bothfeld. 

The first business was to present the 
petition of Francis Murdock for the 
laying out and acceptance of Hunnewell 
terrace. This was referred to the high- 
way committee. 

The petition of the N. W. Gas Light 
Co. to run two wires on poles belonging 
to the N. E. Tel. A Tel. Co. on South 
street was presented by Alderman Roffe 
and a hearing granted for Monday, 
April 2, at 7.30 o'clock. 

Alderman Bothfeid for the highway 
committee reported, giving Chamberlain 
et. al., of Walnut Park leave to with- 
draw, recommending that various peti- 
tions be granted and that Austin street 
be accepted and laid out by the city. 
SCHOOL HOUSE AT WEST NEWTON. 

A report from the public property 
committee was presented by the chair- 
man, Alderrain Thompson unanimously 
recommending that a 12 room school 
house with a hall be erected at West 
Newton on a lot to be seieoted by the 
committee. 

The report was received and a supple- 
mentary ordor was presented t » author- 
ize the committee to expend $500 in 
getting out plans for the building. 

Aldermau R >ffe asked how much the 
building required would cost? 

Alderman Thompson — The estimates 
place the cost at about $75,000. 

Alderman Roffe— What is the total tax 
levy of the city? 

The mayor said this was as yet an un- 
decided question. 

Alderman Bothfeld thought this was a 
very important matter. He supposed 
the committee had given the question 
ample consideration, as it was certainly 
desirable to have the best possible build- 
ing obtainable if such an amount of 
money is to be expended in this way. 
The sum of $500 for getting out plaas 
was not a small matter, and before the 
money was used the plans selected 
should be the best that can be found. 

Alderman Thompson said the matter 
received careful consideration by the 
committee, and the plans selected were 
the bast that could be found in their 
judgment. The necessity for a new 
building was very great. The present 
building is overcrowded and the addi- 
tion of four rooms to the present Pierce 
school would cost about $20 (XX), placing 
the rooms on the north side and then 
having insufficient room for the pupils. 
A few more thousands expended on a 
new building would b much mure satis- 
factory to the needs of the ward and to 
the city. 

Alderman P ummer said while he be- 
lieve! the c tmm'ttee had properly per- 
formed their outies, this piling up of 
$5000 and $75,000 appropriate .us for 
■various th'iigs, was something that 
should receive very care'ul consider* 
tion, and eveiy precaution *h mid oe 
lake '■ before muting them to v »te. 

Alderman Thompson said the commit- 
tee practically went over the same 
ground las r year and oirae to a uuaui 
mous decisi »n. The lot has not yet 
been decided upon, but one is in view, 
and it is much cheaper than the present 
.location. 

The mayor asked bow much they ex- 
pected to get for the present property. 

Alderman Thompson estimated the 
new buil ing would cost but $40,000 if 
the present property could be sold. 

The order as offered by the aldermau 
passed to a second reading, but on the 
fiual vote it wa* d* feated. 

Alderman B ithfeld presented a report 
from the water board recommending 
a change in water rites. Also, a com- 
tnunicition enclosing a lequest from 
Dana Estes, asking permission to cou- 
struct a street over Wahan Hill at his 
own expense, agreeable to r lie advice of 
the city engineer. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved that Mr. 
Estes be gi ve.i permission r.. hui'd the 
road, providing he bear the full expense 
and build the same to the sitisfjction of 
the city. The motion prevailed. 

TOO MUCH ITALY. 

Alderman Thompson presented a com- 
munication from residents of Newton 
Highlands signed by G. G. Phipps, Dr. J. 
B. Dean and 31 others, protesting 
against the construction of a shanty 
near Boylston street, where Italian 
laborers were to he quartered. 

Councilman Ross, who was called 
upon to make a statement, said a lady 
who has children attending school called 
bis attention to it and got siguitures to 
the paper presented. Childreu would 
have to pas» the sharpy on their way to 
school and parents were very timid 
about hiving the Italians the»e. The 
building was at first commenced illegal- 
ly. The inspector of buildings w is in- 
formed and Mr. Delanev, the contractor, 
eaid he would await his decisiou. Mon- 
day, the meu resumed work and com- 
pleted the shanty. Mr. It *ss had given 
bis word the work sboul'l not go further 
and the completion of the building was 
a lefiection on him. The building was 
in full view of the square aud about 1000 
feet away. 

Contractor Delaney was present and 
was allowed tzi make a statement. He 
said he was putting up a small tem- 
porary shanty on the Pierce estite about 
12 feet square for the accommodation of 
from seven to ten Italiaus tor a period of 
four or five weeks, while they were 
building two new streets hetweeu Centre 
and Boylston streets, lie wis unaware 
of the building requirements uutii his 
attention was called to it. While he was 
absent in New York the men went on 
and liuished the building without orders. 

I lie two streets are about 1300 feet iu 
length. He was willing to do as directed 
vii the mailer and could if necessary take 
the meu over to Wellesley. 

Alderman Thompson thought the peti- 
tion should be granted. He thought 
here would be no objection if the build- 
ing was not used nights. «• * 

Mr. Deluuey asked if ho objeoli d to 
the Italiaus or to their staying there 
(lights? 

To their s'aying there nigh s. 

Mr. Delauey suggested that chib ren 


did not attend sohool in the night time, 
if tint was tho basis of objection. 

Alderman Plummer referred to tho big 
shnnty at Auburndale, whore 100 or 
more Italians were boused, an i during 
all the time they were there ho heard of 
no trouble of any kind. 

Alderman Hamilton askod how many 
the petition represented. 

Council nan R »ss said most of the resi- 
dents south of the track had signed. 

Alderman Hsmilton was sorry thoro 
was such an antipathy to the proximity 
of foreigners. It was one of the evils 
that should bo overcome, and he thought 
such ideas should be discouraged. Still 
the wishes of the petitioners should 
receive consideration. 

Alderman Thompson moved that Mr. 
Delauey be requested to have his meu 
sleep elsewhere. 

Alderman Roffe knew of no good reason 
why tho permit should be grauted when 
tho ordinances had been violated. 

Tho mayor asked under what pro- 
visions the present building would 
come? * 

Inspector Elder said the ordinance pro- 
vided that buildings of a certain sizo 
should be of stone or brick. Tho 
preseut building did not come within 
those require nonts. It was all right 
with tho exception of the permit. He 
stated incidentally, that a locker for 
Italians and one for tools was located on 
Centre street directly in front of Associ- 
ates’ block. 

Alderman Bothfeld spoke of the in- 
consistenay of the city putting up big 
buildings to accommodate 100 or 200 
Italiao laborers for its work, and then 
refusing to allow a contractor to erect a 
small temporary building for 12 men. It 
was unbecoming iu the city to refuse to 
grant such a request. 

Councilman Ross thought that the 
Italiaus were as well able to walk one or 
one and a half miles to and from work 
as the average mechanic. 

The motion of Alderman Thompson 
was then voted. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
requesting the committee on ordinances 
to amend ordinances of the water board 
to conform to the rates for water sup- 
ply. The order provides that the com- 
mittee on ordinances be instructed to 
draft an ordinance amending Sect. 10 of 
the ordinance relating to water depart- 
ment. 

The rates are the same as provided up 
to 30,000 gallons per day and these 
amounts anil figures are added.

Alderman Bothfeld moved to recon- 
sider the instructions relative to water 
rates just passed. This was done and a 
motion to pass the order as such was 
carried. 

An order appropriating the sum of 
$500 for fencing the Watertown street 
pipe yard of the water board was passe 1. 

Alderman hunt presented a petition 
signed by 35 citi. ens urging the city to 
actept the gift of land for a public park 
near the new boulevard location without 
reference to the route chosen. 

An order passed appointing the chair- 
man of the highway committee and city 
engineer a committee to perambulite 
the Waltham boundary line, and a sup- 
plementary order was passed appropriat- 
ing $50 f.ir the erection of s one hounds. 

N. J. Holmes, et. al , of Prospeot 
street, W ird Three, petitioned for 
ravel sidewalks with edges'ones. Re- 
fei red, 

Alderm tu B ithfeld submitted an order 
which pis-ed to construct sidewalks on 
Woodland av -nue, Central street and 
Mill street aud to c mcrete various side- 
walks. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
city treasurer 1 1 issue and sell one no'e 
lor$l3,0S7. the proceeds to be devoted 
as follows: $2717 for Aus’in s'reet exten 
sion, $5600 for Chestnut sneet, $2000 for 
Beacon street, $1370 for Johnson's drain, 
so called. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented an order 
for the laying out of Austin street, which 
was passed and a hearing ordered for 
Monday. April 2, before the aldermen at 
7.30 o’clock. 

HIGHWAY EMPLOYES TO REGISTER. 

The chairman of the highway com- 
mittee, Alderman Bothfeld, presented an 
order which provides for the registra- 
tion of all laborers at present or that 
may be employed by the highway de- 
li irtment, and appropriating the sum of 
$200 for bookB aud clerical assistance. 

lie said in explanation it would pro- 
vide against any possible charge of 
favoritism or undue influence iu the con- 
duct of the department. A great deal of 
thought bad been devoted to the matter 
aud it has met the approval of the com- 
mittee and of the superintendent of 
stieets. It is practically putting the 
force of Hie dep irtment on a civil ser- 
vice basis, simil ir iu effect to the system 
now in use by Cambridge, Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia. None but citi- 
zens are eligible for registration and 
preference is given iu this wise; first to 
meu of experience, second, to mon who 
are veterans, third to men with large 
families and according to their need. The 
rules provided are simple, aud the sys- 
tem will relieve the committee from a 
great deal of atinoyiug detail. Many 
citizens come to the committee with the 
idea that the city owes them a living. 

On the request of Alderman Roffe. who 
wished to thoroughly understand the 
working of the system before voting, the 
rules were read. 

Citizens desiring to register must be 
recommended by two good citizens, or 
show a certificate from their last em- 
ployer. A brief statement of their 
habits, experience iu work, etc., must 
accompany their application. Toe 
names are registered aud each man is 
giveu a number. If he should with 'raw 
his name at any time and later wish to 
again register, be will retain his original 
number. An official wishing help makes 
a inquisition on the register for the 
number of men he wauts, which are 
furnished him from the tiisl names on 
the book when there are more than be 
ueedo. Penalties attached to the regis- 
tration are, failure or refusal to work or 
do the duty expected will be sufficient 
to take a man's name from the register; 
loitering or incapacity will make him in 
eligible for six moiubs, iutoxicaliou will 
make him ineligible for one year. A 
second discharge will make him ineligi- 
ble h»r re-regislering 

Aldermau Roffe asked who would per- 
form the clericul work. 

Aldermau Bo'liteld said the auditor's 
cleik. Mr. Fleu, had > ousuuted to as- 
sume it. 

Aldermau Thompson suggested that 
the registration should be divided to ap- 
ply iu the case of each ward. A man 
livin' at Nouautum might object to 
working at Upper Falls, although his 


namn camo first for work. 

Alderman Bothfeld said Hist might ho 
a good Idea. Tho selection ot men 
would he principidy done bv iho super- 
intendent of streets. 

Alderm hi Hamilton asked if t lie ex- 
pense of the ays'em w mi d he more Ilian 
nominal 

Alderman B ithfeld slid after this year 
the expense will prdnhly be from $100 
to $150. In Gun bridge it costs $800, but 
he thought it should iwfc co*t here much 
over $100 after the tlrst yeir, when the 
books nius be purchased. 

Alderman Roffe asked if the matter 
could lay for two weeks? 

Alderman Bothfeld said the idea was 
being adopted throughout tho oountry 
and did not see how any great objection 
could he raised. He wished to get it iu 
working order ns soon as p tssible. 

Alderm in Hunt asked if it was for 
more than one department. 

Oolv for the highway department, wah 
the answer. 

Alderman Roffe could see the benefits 
that might accrue from past experiences 
on tl»o committee, but obj cted to in- 
creasing clerical expenses. 

The order was called and passed. 

Alderman Hunt roporte i recommend 
ing that the petition of Bvers et. al., for 
sewer in Morelaud aveuue be granted. 
It was received. 

Also favorable reports on sewer in Gay 
street and Chestnut Hill road. 

Orders were then adopted to give 
notice of the above n irned and appoint- 
ing hearings on the same for Monday 
evening, April 2 at? 30 o’clock. 

Orders were passed to lay main drains 
and sewers in Parker and Clyde streets, 
Lake avenue and terrace, Paul streot, 
Ashton and Kernwo»d parks, Claremont 
street and private lands lying between 
Oxford road and Parker street. 

An order granting the request of Dina 
Estes to lav out a road on Wabau Hill 
was passed, also granting F. M. Crehore 
permission to hive a platlo.m and scales 
at Lower Falls 

Alderm in Thompson recalled the 
board’s attention to the West Newton 
scboolhouse matter saying that Alder- 
man Hunt, who was now present, could 
give additional information and correct 
figures regarding tho proposals of the 
public property committee. 

Alderman Hunt in lvspouse said the 
building wanted could be built for about 
$70,000 including 'be land. The location 
was not quite settled because of a dis- 
agreement with the school committee, 
but the totai expense would not exceed 
$75,000 in any event. 

Alderman Plummer asked what the 
old lot was valued at. 

In answer Alderm in Hunt said in 
ordinary times it ought to be worth $1 a 
foot, but during the present depression 
lie would not advise its sale. He be- 
lieved it should be allowed to rest until 
times improved aud the proceeds could 
be applied to the sinking fu id on the 
new bui'ding. 

Alderman Thompson moved to recon- 
sider the pievious order iu reference to 
the matter, but was out of order, as the 
decision on the tie vote was adverse. 

Aldermau Rumery filled the gap by 
making the motion, aud a motion to table 
was then carried. 

IIOW OPINIONS CHANGE! 

Alderman Bothfeld called the atten- 
ti in of the board to the report of the 
highway committee favoring the north- 
ern route iu the boulevard extension be- 
tween Valentino aud Washington street. 

He wished to present an order for 
passage. 

Alderman Roffe did not believe the 
matter was yet ripe for fiual action. He 
was not yet prepared to vote ou the 
matter and thought the deoisiou from 
the Supreme Court on the fust section 
should be known before any further 
action was taken in the matter. He 
moved to table the order. 

Aldermau B ithfeld asked if he meant 
to have the boulevard stop and wait. 
The committee wuie about to begin on 
the Auuurndale section. They had been 
on this section for months and if a delay 
occurred at this time aud if the Auburn- 
dale sectiou took anywhere near as much 
litigation as has been expended on this, 
the committee would be uuanle to finish 
'lie work this year. The result of the 
matter now peudiug before the Supreme 
Court is felt would be so favoiable that 
the committee have not hesitated to con- 
tinue laving out the boulevard. 

Ald.imiii R iffe wanted father time 
for consider mon. He thought further 
i ivestigatiou might find the central 
route to he the best, not that be was 
particularly favorable yet to ‘any route 
proposed, hut changes might come 
wlach would m iteii illy affeut a decision 
made now. He siw no leason fjr post- 
poning work on the last section if this 
was allowed to lay open. 

Aldermau Hamilton was ditli lent 
about speaking on a matter which was 
comparatively new to him. Far from re- 
questing delay on his own account, as he 
had great confidence in the judgmeut >f 
the committee, still if the matter rested 
with him, lie should favor further delay. 
Time should be allowed for every chase 
of the matter to appear. He had per- 
sonally inspected each route and all have 
very strik ug advantages, between which 
it would be difficult to decide, neverthe- 
less his opiniou was formed, the vote 
must now be taken. It had beeu stated 
to him that the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission had a definite money proposal to 
advauce in this nutter, aud it would 
seem the part of wisdom to allow all 
such possibilities a chance to assert 
themselves He did not vote against the 
schoolbouse at West Newton because he 
did not favor every educational privi- 
lege that could be secured, but beoauso 
lie hesitated to give his vote in a matter 
involving so much of the city's mouey 
without sufficient reason. So in this 
cisehe believed delay should be coun- 
tenanced .is long as a possible advantage 
to the city lay therein. lie favored 
tabling the order. 

Aldermau Plummer asked if there was 
any definite inhumation obtainable as to

when the Supreme Court would render 
their decision. 

The mayor said no definite statement 
could be made. It might be in a few 
weoks or three months. 

Alderman Hunt did not desire to have 
the matter huriied through, but could 
see no good reasou for further delay or 
how the committee could get any more 
light on it than they already had. 

Alderman RolTe thought the statement 
that the Metropolitan commission had a 
proposition to submit was a sufficient 
reason for delay. 

Alderman Hamilton said ho was told 
that they would make a detlnito proposi- 
tion. 

Alderman Bothfeld asked who was re- 
sponsible for such a statement. There 
might be valuable information for the 
committee in the statement. 

Alderman Hamilton said he took it 
from the lips of a responsible party, 
coming through him from «ne of the 
boulevard commission. He believed the 
board should rid themselves from any 
possible charge of acting in haste. 

Alderman Plummer referred to the 
need of immediate consideration of the 
boulevard section through Auburndale. 
Another man had recently purchased 
land and was putting up small one and a 
half story houses directly in the line of 
the boulevard. He had called attention 
to another man who had done the same 
thing. These houses would have to be 
purchased and torn down or removed by 
the city. If the tabling of the order in- 
terfered with the progress of the 
Auburndale section he should not favor 
it. Otherwise if there was a cli inco of 
the Supreme Court reporting soon he 
was favorable to delay. 

Alderm in Hamilton asked if the 
Auburndale section would bo delayed? 

Alderman Bothfeld said in response 
that the proposition made to the city by 
the advocates of the northern route ex- 
pired April 1. There was no doubt that 
either proposition was very liber *1 and 
if one stood alone there could be no 
hesitancy on the part of the city. The 
Fuller street route first presented itself 
and wuh followed by the northern, which 
held out greater inducements; then the 
southern route was presented for con- 
sideration with many good advantages. 
The committee bad picked from the 
three what they believed to be the best 
route. It was a question with him as to 
what more advantages could bo suggest- 
ed than had already been presented. 

Alderraau Hamilton asked if the pro 
position of the people of the northern 
route would be withdrawn if it was not 
accepted April 1. 

Alderman Itoffe asked if it was compe- 
tent to ask that question of representa- 
tives of the routes who were present? 

The mayor repeated the question as 
desired. 

Mr. U orge A. Blaney of the northern 
route, said the proposition made by them 
May 1 a year ago, was renewed a second 
time in December to April 1. Whether 
they would again renew the proposition 
lie was unable 10 say. 

Asked if he had any personal opinion 
to * xpress he said he bad none. 

In answer to a question from Alder 
roan Hamilton, it was stated by Aider- 
man Bothfeld that the Fuller street route 
had no time limit, the northern was 
limited to April 1 and the southern to 
July 1. 

Alderman Thompson asked if any bond 
had been tiled by the northern projec 
tory? 

Alderman Bothfeld said the agree- 
ments as to wliui they would do with 
their signatures attached, had been tiled, 
whioh he thought was sufficient if their 
names were good for anything. 

The motion to table was then voted 
upon aud failed of passage^ Alderman 
Hamilton voting aye. 

Aldermau Kntfe expressed himself as 
regreting that the matter had come be- 
fore the meeting. While be should vote 
agaiusr, it would not be because he was 
against the boulevard in any way, but 
only because he was not prepared to 
vote. 

Alderman Bothfeld said he did not 
propose to push the question if the 
alderman from Ward Six was unprepared 
to vote. He did not wish to hasten the 
order through uutil all the members 
were ready to vote upon it. He asked 
how long a postponement was desired. 

If the aldermau from Ward Six would 
state when he would be ready to vote be 
would be willing to bold the order iu 
abeyeuce. The sole aim of those whose 
route is not favorably considered, be con- 
tinued, is to secure u delay iu the matter, 
aud they bad made a great deal of effort 
in that dirtcliou. 

Aldermau RolTe replied very quickly. 
The members of the board, he said, 
were supposed to come there with no de 
sire for influence iu such matters. He 
was not there interested in voting uuder 
tbe influence of either one or the other 
routes proposed. He was simply uu- 
prepared to vote on that question at 
that time. 

“I have not (lie slightest doubt” he 
continued, “that the offer made by the 
northeru folks wilt be renewed.” 

The older failed of passage, Alderman 
Humery alone votiug aye. 

Alderman Bothield then moved to 
reconsider. 

This motion prevailed and a second 
motion from him, to table the order, was 
passed. 

Papers from tbe common council as 
follows was passed iu oouourrence: peti- 
tion of C. T Pulsifer for one street light, 
petition for two street lights on Duluth 
street; to lay out Green street; for side- 
walk on Xorwood avenue; to widen 
Cherry street. 

The oidiuance relating to police de 
partmeut came back to be enrolled, aud 
was referred. 

The mayor read a communication from 
the city solicitor for the return of $70.7” 
on Hfwur assessments, levied on Mary 11 
aud Emily F. Potter. 

An order authorizing tbe city treasurer 
to pay the above amouut was passed. 

At 0 .’10 a short recess was taken. 
Reassembling live miuutes later Mayor 
Feuno read the following: 

To the board of aldermen of the oity 
of Newton: 

Gentlemen— I herewith return without 
my uflioial approval order No. 17053, 
amending paragraph 0 of Art. 1 of the 
joint rules aud orders. 

I do this not because I am opposed to 
plaoiug the inspector of wires under the 
direction of a committee, but becuuue it 
teems to me that this order is not sutli 
cieut to accomplish the desired eud. On 
examiuatiou, 1 find that iu most in- 
stances the ordiuauces provide that the 
head of a department shall be uuder the 
direction of a committee, 

Thus, the ordiuauces relating to build 
iugs provides that the superintendent ol 
public buildings shall be uuder the direo- 
tiou of the committee ou public pro- 
perty; uud the ordtuauoe relating tn 
parks provides that the superintendent 
of parks ahull be uuder the direotiou 
of the committee ou public parks. Bo, 
also, iu regard to the superintendent of 
streets uud other officers. 


The ordinances relating to the inspoc- 
tlon and supervision of electric wires, 
however, contains no such proviso, and 
as an ordinance is superior to and takos 
precedence over a joint rule It seems to 
mo that the question of authority is still 
unsettled. 

Moreover, under the proposed amend- 
ment to the j dnt ruloa and orders, a 
difference of opinion might arise be- 
tween the committee on fire department 
and the committee on police as to which 
committee had control of the electiical 
apparatus belonging to the police de- 
partment. In my opinion, It is the ordi- 
nance that should be amended and not 
the joint rules and orders. I would 
therefore respectfully suggest that tbe 
matter be referred to the joint standing 
committee on ordinances, with the re- 
quest that an amendment to the ordi- 
nance relating to the inspection and 
supervision of wires be reported, so that 
the question at issue may be definitely 
settled. Yours very truly,

The question came on passing over the 
mayor’s veto, and tbe board unanimous- 
supported the executive by seven 
nays. 

Alderman Plummer reported tbe police 
ordinance well and truly enrolled, and it 
was passed to be ordained. 


THK TURNOVER. 

Alderman Hunt at this point moved to 
take the order relating to the boulevard 
between Valentine and Washington 
street, from the table. 

This was carried. 

He then followed, with a motion that 
action be taken on the order as original- 

pieHonted. 

It caused a good deal of surprise tha- 
the order should be taken up again at 
that time, for everyone supposed it had 
been tabled for more tbin ten minuies. 
Alderman Bothfeld bad yielded to the 
wishes of the minority in i lie matter by 
alio ving the matter to be tabled lor the 
present, and that it should again be 
taken un within 15 minutes could not be 
otherwise than interesting. 

Alderman R >ffe repeated what he had 
said before. He should vote against it 
Not as opposing it but because he was 
unprepared to vote at that lime. 

Alderman Hamilton did not want to 
vote on tbe matter then. 

That was all that was said; tbe order 
was voted upon and carried, Alderman 
Ruffe voting nay very decidedly, and 
Alderman Hamilton not voting, ami the 
northern route was the choice of the 
board of aldermen for the third seotion 
of r he boulevard. 

Thinking the matter disposed of, the 
common council had adjourned, while the 
aldermen were having their recess, leav- 
ing the adoption of the route indicated 
still undecided. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved that the 
matter referred to in the mayor’s veto be 
referred to the committee on ordinances, 
which was voted. 

Alderman Roffe for the committee 
on licenses rt commended the granting 
of permission to E. F. Wood to construct 
a stable 40x40 feet in size ou Prince 
street. Gi anted. 

The board then adjourned.

The delay of the court in rendering 
decision on the dispute in regard to the 
first section of the boulevard, which 
passes through laud of Ejen D. Jordan, 
lias ciused the city government to apply 
to the legislature for the passage of a bill 
giving them power to lay out a boule- 
vard, although they are generally con- 
sidered to have that power uow, and tbe 
court will probably so decide sometime 
iu the next century, when it g its round 
to the consideration of the matter, which 
it "took under advisement,” early in tbe 
winter. 

It is of importance to have the work 
begin at once, if anything is to be done 
this year, and ou Tuesday tbe-committee 
on roads and bridges gave a hearing on 
the petition of George K. Ward and 
others fur legislation tor reserving spaces 
in public ways for trees *and grass, for 
street railways, for persons ridiug on 
horse back and other purposes. 

There was a large attendance of inter- 
ested persons at the hearing, including 
Mayor Fenuo aud members of the New 
ton city council, Daua Kates, 8. B. Hinck- 
ley, A. D. S. Bell, Surveyors Rice and 
Olmstead, City Eugiueer Woods, John 
Ward aud many others who are inter- 
ested in having the new boulevard 
opeued. 

Mayor Feuno spoke of the oost of the 
boulevard, whioh outside of private sub- 
scriptions and contributious, would not 
exceed $250,000, and the great advantage 
it would be to tbe oity in bringing into 
tbe marked undeveloped land. 

Aldermau Bothfeld spoke of the great 
value such an improvement would prove 
to the oity, attracting new aud wealthy 
residents, who would build handsome 
houses, aud add largely to tbe city’ 
valuatiou.

city all necessary powers to tako land 
and lay out boulevards. 

Many claim that Newton lias all tlio 
necessary power now, as it is unreason- 
able to suppose that one man can block 
such a great public improvement, and 
that is the common sense view of the 
case. But the legislature c*n remove all 
possible doubt by passing the necessary 
bill, and the Newton representatives 
should seo to it that the bill is promptly 
passed, so that work can begin at once. 
The unemployed laborers, who would 
find plenty of work upon the boulevard, 
for months to come, will have a right to 
complain, if there Is any unnecessary de- 
lay. 


CITY EXPENDITURES. 


There is always a tendency to increase 
public expenditures in these days, al- 
though it has been checked somewhat by 
the hard times experienced these past 
few months. Previous to that iti our 
national affairs, ho was the best man 
who could propose the most successful 
scheme for reducing the balauce in the 
national treasury, and the result was 
that the present administration found 
the treasury in a practically bankrupt 
condition. 

This extravagant spirit has not been 
killed, and especially in a rapidly grow- 
ing city such as Newton it is almost im- 
possible for the city officials to resist the 
many claims for increased expenditures 
that come from every quarter. All the 
schemes have merit, but the difficulty is 
to know where to stop. To grant them 
all would bankrupt the city, and the city 
fathers have constantly to remember 
tha' there is a limit to the amount of 
taxes that can safely be levied, and to 
choose the golden mean between t unning 
the city hopelessly into debt, and be- 
ing so nigardly in raakiug improvements 
that the growth of the city will be re. 
tarded. 

n't ) city was not growing so rapidly 
the problem would be more simple, but 
eyery year costly improvements become 
a necessity, as the old conditions are out- 
grown and the new sections want the 
same carefully tended streets, the same 
good sidewalks, street lights, schools and 
other things, as the sections that have 
long been settled. 

The greatest temptation to large ex- 
penditurt s is in new school bouses, and 
if one section gets a $70,000 building all 
the other waids see no reasou why they 
should not be 1 qually favored. Tbe 
people affected are uot willing to grant 
time even for careful cousideiutioit, auri 
tbe lesult is, as oue of the mcn.bi'i s of 
the school board stated r< ceutly, that 
tbe new ChHio school buildit g in New- 
tonville, which cost so much money, is 
entirely iuadi quale for the ueeds of the 
school, and a loud demand will soon 
probably be made for a costly addition, 
if not another builcing A building has 
already been voted tor Newton High- 
lands, and now West Newton finds it 
needs a new $75,000 building. 

Had the original houses been built 
with due provision for the future, it 
would have been an easy matter to en- 
large them now, but they were cheap 
wooden affairs, and it would clearly be a 
waste of money to spend much upon 
Jjiem. But the lesson of all these 
failures should be liei d« d today, and if 
mew bouses aie a necessity, and it would 
be easy to prove that every ward needed 
a new oue. time should he taken to find 
■cut exactly wliat is ueeded, and due pro- 
vision made for the future. It would be 
much better to put up with tbe old 
building a few yeais more, aud to even 
hire rooms outside, than to rush through 
plans for buildings without a careful 
consideration of all possible future con- 
tingencies. Besides, in such times as 
tbe present, it is best to go slow ou all 
expenditures that do not promise an 
immediate return. 


Tub legislative committee has re- 
ported by a bare majority in favor of the 
scheme to tear down and rebuild the 
front of the State House, but that docs 
not mean that this is to be done. As it 
has been shown that the old portion of 
the State Ho;. so can be repaired and 
put iu safe condition for a small sum, 
and so main prominent citizens have 
remonstrated against any tearing down 
of the building, it is hardly probable 
that the legislature will vote for the 
measure. What might be expected if 
the old, simple and beautiful building is 
torn down can be seen by looking at the 
monstrous structure in the reKr, which 
has cost the state so many millions, and 
which is fortunately hidden somewhat 
from public view by its looation. To 
have anything similar erected on the 
ruins of the old building would be need- 
less cruelty to the people of Boston and 
visitors to that classic region. The plan 
to buy a lot of houses and tear them 
down, so that a clear view of the new 
portion of the State House can be 
secured ought also to be opposed, the 
expense being the least of the objections 
to the project.

The proposed registration of all the 
employes of the highway department 
would relieve the highway committee of 
many unpleasant featur 8 of their duties, 
as now they are constantly besieged by 
applicants for work, who think the 
members can grant auy such request, 
and beur a grudge against them if the 
requests are not granted. With the 
registration of all the employes, such 
importunities would cease, there would 
be no reasou for any charges of favori- 
tism, and the whole tbiog would be 
placed on a business like basis. Such a 
system has been inaugurated in many 
other cities, and has been found to work 
very satisfactorily, the efficiency of the 
workmen being increased by the feeling 
that they must depend on their own 
merits and not on a “pull” on any 
official or organization. The expense of 
the scheme would be small, and the re- 
lief to the members of the highway com- 
mittee would much mure than make up 
for tbe slight cost of getting the system 
in working order. 


THE STRUGGLE ENDED. 


The contest over the route (or the 
boulevard through West Newton has 
been settled by the passage by the board 
or aldermen of au older selecting the so- 
c tiled northern route, and the Common 
Council will without doubt take concur- 
rent action. It is fortunate that the 
matter is settled as the controversy was 
becoming too heated to be either pleas- 
ant or profitable. 

if the question to be considered was 
the speedy development ol real estate 
aud the additiou of taxable property to 
the city's valuation, tbeie could be no 
hesitation iu selecting the northern 
route, and for that reason the whole city 
had an iiiteresi iu the 00 u test. Other- 
wise it would have been merely a dis- 
pute among the laud owners whose 
property the boulevard would enhance 
111 value, and the rest of the city would 
11 t have ciad which of the three routes 
should be selected. 

The approach of spring weather, 
when work in opening the boulevard 
ought to begin, mikes the delay uf the 
court in decidiug the question submitted 
to it iu 'he suit brought by Mr. Jordan, j 
very vexatious, aud tlie non legal mind 
eau see no reasou fur the long delay.

NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 


THE INDIVIDUALITY OF LEAD PENCILS 
WILL UK PKESEIlVED. 


The regular meeting of the school 
board was held Wednesday evening aDd 
Chairman J. Edward Hollis presided in 
the absence of the mayor. 

All the members except Messrs. Drew 
aud Knapp were present and busiuess 
proceeded without the readiug of the 
records. 

The report of the superintendent dealt 
with the subject of pencils in the public 
schools which was called to the attention 
of the board by the board of health, aud 
was referred to the superintendent for 
advice. He recommended as a result of 
his investigation that lead pencils be so 
marked that one pupil would always use 
the same pencil. In the case of slate 
penoils J,he danger of disease infection 
was not^thought sufficient for any suoh 
precaution. 

Mr. Howes wanted to know how the 
peuoils could be marked? 

Superintendent Aldrioh— they oould 
be identified by markiug with num- 
bers or the initial of the punils using 
them. It would be difficult to mark 
slate penoils in any way. They would 
be placed upright in a blook iu boles 
with a corresponding mark. 

Mr. Brackett thought ft desirable to 
bave the pencils sharpened at the desks 
by the different pupils. 

Mr. Smith moved to acoept the re- 
port. 

Mr. Boydeu wished to amend that 
motion so that the board of health 
should be uotifiod of the result of the 
investigation. 

The raotiou to accept with the amend- 
ment was then carried. 

Au order was presented by Mr. Boydeu 
for the adoptiou of the following text 
books: Wiight’s Nature Readers, Sea- 
side and Wayside, Kelley's Leaves from 
Nature’s Story Book, Bergeu’s Glimpses 
at the lflaut World. America’s Wonder- 
lauds, Appleton’s Reading Chart for the 
primary aud grammar grades, aud Capi 
el sa Troupe for use iu the French class 
at i lie High school. 

Mr. Bond reported for the fluuuce 
ooiumiitee aud subsequently introduced 
uu order, appropriating $72,054.34 for 
March expenses. 

Mr. Boydeu presented au order which 
was passed, authorizing the com- 
mittee of Wald i’wo aud the superinten- 
dent to open a kiudergat teu iu the Adams 
school. 

He also presented au order to iuoreasu 
the salary of Johu Doruey, janitor of the 


Clafiin school, to $00 ner month. In ex- j 
planation Mr. Hoyden "aid Dorney w is • 
doing 11 tin* jinifnr work for tho office 
of the superintendent, secretary and 
school hoard, taking care of suppliea 
delivered and sent out. nil of which was 
extra w »rk and it see nod no more than 
1 1 * nt ii«) should receive pay for it. 

Be f erred to the finance committee. 

Mr. Bond moved to strike out Sect. 1 
of Chap. 1 of the regulation which had 
reference io the Fist day vicatioti. The 
motion prevailed and he then moved 
that the public schools be closed during 
the week commencing April 1 

Sect. 1 of Chap. 1 of the regulations 
was then referred to the committee on 
rules to report an amendment. 

Mr. Ward called attention to a bill 
which reached the committee for ap- 
proval for moving ashes trom the Clafiin 
scho »lh mse to the sidewalk. It was i 
brought about by the new rules of tho 
board of health requiring that the ashes 
be left on the street line. He did not be- 
liuve it economy on the part of the citv 
to mate an ironclad rule which neces- 
sitated quite a weekly expense in an- 
other direction, when it was practically 
no trouble for tiie carts to drive to the 
renr of the school building and take the 
ashes there. 

The superintendent in explanation said 
the board of health had made a two 
years contract with that stipulation, and 
they acknowledged lie said, that they 
quite forgot to consult the school com- 
mittee in reference to the school houses 
about the city. He had therefore ar- 
ranged for the High school ashes with 
the contractor for 50 cents a we**k to 
drive into the yard and empty the thirty 
odd barrels. 

Mr. Ober presented au order, instruct- 
ing the secretary to have the school 
census taken as required by statute. 
Passed . 

Mr. Mason presented an order, re- 
questing tho city council to provide on 
the High school premises a building for 
the shelter of bicycles and for one or 
more teams. 

■sHe said it was simply a shed that wa* 
desired to keep the bicycles in safety 
and shelter them from tiie weather. It 
had the approval of the High school 
committee. 

Chairman Hollis asked the superinten- 
dent the number of bicycles takeu to the 
school. 

Tiie superintenden said the number 
varied with tlio weather of course, but 
in pleasant weather there were some 
thousands of dollars worth. He thought 
there was a very favorable feeling in this 
matter and that something should be 
done. 

Chairman Hollis— Are there as many 
as thirty wheels there? 

Superintendent Aldrich— Ob, many 
more I should think. 

Tiie order passed. 

Mr. Smith presented an order which 
passed, requesting the citv council to 
place a curbing about the Cluflin school 
sidewalk. 

Mr. Beck said be had changed his 
opinion regarding tho need of n now 
school house at West Newton after a 
personal investigation. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The Wultham Bicycle Track. 

Last summer there was no sport so 
popular with the public as bicycle rac- 
iug. At all the race meets the audience 
was large and the sport attracted the 
patronage of the very best class of 
people. This was notably the case at 
the Waltham Bioyole Park at Waltham. 
During the season 40,000 people saw the 
excellent racing at this park. The fast- 
est men on the path rendered their 
verdicts of approval o( the track aud its 
equipment by riding there.
